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Iran wants lasting peace, says Khomeini 
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BAGHDAD, July 22, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq said today it recap- 
dj- ,tured land lost to Iran early in 
^ the Gulf war and claimed the 
action should help pave the 
way for peace. Iran admitted 
losing some territory and 
claimed the Iraqis used 
chemical weapons. 

In Tehran, Ayatollah 
Khoxneinj said Iran sought a last- 
ing peace with Iraq and its accep- 
tance this week of a United 
Nations truce call is not merely 
"a tactic.” 

A military communique read . 
over Iraqi television said, “we 
retook whatever was left of our 
land from the Iranians.” 

It said the offensive^ code- 
ft named “In God We Trust 4,” 
“will accelerate the achievement 
of peace through the signing of a 
genuine peace treaty via direct 
talks.” 

Offensive 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency said President Saddam ' 
Hussein returned from the front 1 
in the evening after “personally 
supervising” the latest offensive. 

He briefed the ruling Revolu- 
tion Command Council oh the 
progress of the fighting, the 
agency reported. 

“God supported the Iraq? for-; 
ces and they destroyed theenemy ". 
positions, caprtariT^r tfetjsai&is' ' 
of enemy troops and immense 
quantities of supplies and 
weapons,” the agency quoted a 
later military communique as 
saying. 


Iraq identified the area it took 
as the. Saif Saad region, a dis- 
puted territory which Iraq claims 
under the terms of a 1975 
agreement between the two 
countries. 

The Iraqi agency said the new 
fighting was along a 105-mile 
(170-kilometre) stretch of the 
central war front east of the 
capital, Baghdad. 

Iran's Islamic Republic News 
Agency, said Iraq captured what 
itsaid were three Iranian villages. 
Khosrawi. Qasr-i-Shirin and 
Sar-ePol Zhaab along the centra] 
border. - 

But the agency later revised its 
report, deleting references to 
Khosrawi and saying Iraqi 
troops were still advancing on 
Sar-e Pol Zhaab without actually 
having occupied it 

Abandoned 

It said heavy fighting contin- 
ued this evening southeast of the 
Iranian border city of Mehran. 

Iran also claimed 5,000 Iraqi 
soldiers were -killed, but the. 
military communique released in 
idad denied it as “lies.” 
Tehran Radio, said 100 Iraqi 
tanks were destroyed in the fight- 
ing. Iran claimed it downed two 
Iraqi warplanes, Iraq denied it. 

Iraq has vowed not tooccupy 
Iranian territory, which it aban- 


doned in the first years of the war 
after its drive into Iran was blun- 
ted by Iranian forces. 

The communique said the elite 
Presidential Guards, along with 
the Second Army Corps, sma- 
shed the Iranian defenders and 
took thousands of Iranians 'into 
Iraqi hospitality.” 

It said the Iraqis took a large 
number of prisoners in order to 
equalise the number of prisoners 
held by both rides prior to possi- 
ble peace talks. 

Acceptance 

Iran on Monday announced it 
would accept United Nations 
ceasefire' Resolution 598, which 
Iraq endorsed when it was adop- 
ted by the Security Council last 
July. 

Iraq is insisting that the 
ceasefire be tied to a full peace, to 
be hammered out in' direct talks 
between the two sides. Iran is 
balkingat direct talks. 

“Our great people are fully 
aware that the only way to peace 
for both Iran and Iraq is direct 
talks,” the communique said. 

The recent ' military 
engagements leave both nations 
occupying only very small sec- 
tions of each other's territory, 
with the pre-war border largely 
in effect. 


One of the conditions in 
Resolution 598 is a withdrawal 
by both rides to pre-war borders. 

Khomeini, meeting with Moh- 
sen Rezai, head of the 
Revolutionary Guards Corps, 
said that despite Iran's accep- 
tance of a ceasefire its troops will 
respond to all enemy attacks, 
according to a report on Tehran 
Radio. 

“We think in terms of a lasting 
peace within the framework of 
Resolution 598 and this is in no 
way a tactic,” the 87-year-old 
leader was quoted as saying. 
“Until Iraq accepts the resolu- 
tion, we shall answer the enemy 
on the battlefronts”. 

Iranian President Ati 
Khamenei, speaking at Friday 
prayer services in Tehran, said 
that the Iranian armed forces 
were supporting Khomeini's 
acceptance of the ceasefire des- 
pite their eagerness to “rub the 
enemy's nose in the dirt,” IRNA 
reported. 

Iranian Parliament Speaker 
Hasbemi Rafsanjani said yester- 
day that he wept listening to 
Khomeini's statement reluctan- 
tly accepting a Gulf war 
ceasefire. 

Rafsanjani said Iranians 
should not ask too many ques- 
tions about the derision, accord- 
ing to Tehran Radio.

High-level UN talks to 
implement ceasefire 


UNITED NATIONS, July 22, 
(Reuter): . Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar announ- 
ced today that he has invited Iran 
and Iraq to send their foreign 
ministers or other high officials 
here for intensive discussions on 
hirpeaceplan. 

“I very much hope to see them 
early next week in New York,” 
he told reporters. 

“I have informed this morning 
the representatives of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran and the 
Republic of Iraq that I would like 
to receive as soon as possible in 
New York the foreign ministers 
or other high government 
officials of each ride to enter into 
intensive discussions with me on 
different aspects of my 
implementation plan for 
Security Council 1 Resolution 
598,” Perez de Cuellar said. 

He said the talks would be held 
on Aug 24. 

- Possibility 

After Iran this week accepted 
the resolution, which calls for an 
immediate ceasefire, Iraq 
proposed direct talks on the 
implementation plan, but the 
I ranian side said these were 
unnecessary at this time. 

Asked at the Friday press con- 
ference if there was a possibility 
of direct talks, the secretary-gen- 
eral declined to reply directly, 
asking m response: “Are you 
interested in a peaceful solution 


of the problem? In this case, 
please don’t ask questions. 
Understand what I have said.” 

Shortly before the secretary- 
general's announcement, 
officials of both delegations said 
that if asked by Perez de Cuellar, 
their countries would send' high 
level representatives to New 
York. 

The secretary-general also 
said he expected a technical team 
of military experts to arrive in the 
Gulf next week to work toward 
an immediate ceasefire. 

He said he expected to learn 
later today, or tomorrow, 
whether both rides would receive 
the team, led by Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Martin Vadset of Norway. 

' Iraqi Ambassador Ismat Taha 
Kittani told reporters yesterday 
his government was studying the 
proposal. An Iranian delegate 
said today the team would arrive 
in Tehran on Sunday and spend 
three days in Iran before tearing 
for Turkey. 

Earlier today, Iran com- 
plained to the Security Council 
that Iraq had resumed chemical 
warfare in attacks on three Iran- 
ian villages, leaving many dead 
and wounded. 

Iranian delegations official 
Mohammad Zarif told reporters 
that Iran had not called for a 
council meeting over the latest

LONDON. July 22, (AP): Tech- 
nical experts named in the 
United States and Europe have 
helped Iran develop a home- 
grown missile industry, Jane's 
Defence Weekly has said. 

The authoritative magazine 
said in its July 23 edition, made 
available on Wednesday, that the 
Iranians claim to employ 
thousands of workers at more 
than 100 facilities involved in 
missile production. 

Iran used missiles extensively 
in its nearly eight -year-old war 
with Iraq, and bombarded Bagh- 
dad with dozens of warheads 
during the 52-day “war of the 
cities” earlier this year. 

Jane's said that Iran appeared 
to have developed one missile, 
known as the I ran- 130, with a 
range of 130 kilometres (80 
miles). 

The Iranian military reported 
that the first Iran- 1 30 was fired at 
the Iraqi city of A1 Amarah on 
March 19, Jane's said. 

Iran hoped to manufacture 20 
missiles per day starting April 20, 
but Jane's said technical 
problems seemed to nag produc- 
tion and that the missile bad rea- 
ched a range of only 120 
kilometres (75 miles). 

That was short of the Iraqi 
capital of Baghdad, an Iranian 
officer was quoted as telling the 
magazine in an interview on 
April 14.

Millions of Americans sat 
glued to their television sets for 
their first major glimpse of Duk- 
akis in his newly confirmed role 
as the man who will fighL 


Republican Vice-President 
George Bush in the Nov 8 elec- 
tion. 

The short, slim governor of 
Massachusetts rose to the 
occasion. 

In only 45 minutes, he reached 
out to every branch of a 
notoriously self-destructive' 
party and to every segment of the 
country, declaring: “My friends, 
we are going to forge a new era of 
greatness for America.” 

Recalling his immigrant roots, 
he said: “We’re going to win 
because we are the party that 
believes in the American dream. I 
know because, my friends, I am a 
product of that dream — and I 
am proud of it.”

Heavy security in Jerusalem 

Nine Arabs shot dead this week 



OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 22. (Agencies): Tight Israeli 
securi ty a head ofa Muslim feast- 
day dampened Palestinian 
protests in Jerusalem today and 
foiled an attempt to smuggle 
petrol bombs ia to a Muslim holy 
site. 

A police dampdown on Arab 
east Jerusalem combined with 
preparations for the Muslim Eid 
A1 Ad ha feast on Sunday to end a 
week of the fiercest clashes bet- 
ween troops and Palestinians for 
several months, police said. 

Israeli soldiers shot dead nine 
Arabs this week and two more 
died of gunshot wounds sus- 
tained earlier in the seven- 
month-old Palestinian uprising 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Soldiers shot and killed at least 
three Palestinians and wounded 
as many as 17 yesterday when 
rioting erupted in the occupied 
West Bank town of Nablus. 

The clashes in Tulkarm and 
the Arab marketplace of NabJus 
yesterday erupted one day after 
soldiers shot and killed three 
Palestinians in the West Bank 
towns of Jenin and Sbuyukh. 

A Palestinian protester in the 
Tulkarm refugee camp, 40 miles 
(65 km) northwest of Jerusalem, 
was shot and killed last night and 
a second Palestinian was woun- 


ded, an Army spokesman said. 
The spokesman said the Army 
was investigating the incident 
and had imposed a curfew on the 
camp. 


In Nablus, soldiers opened fire 
on Palestinian rioters, killing at 
least two and wounding 17, 
according to Palestinian sources 
and hospital officials. At least 


three Palestinians were wounded 
by rubber bullets, they said. 

The Army clamped a curfew 
on the town after the rioting.

Council 

expresses 

distress 

UNITED NATIONS, July 22. 
(Agencies): A unanimous UN 
Security Council resolution 
expressed “deep distress” over 
the deaths of all 290 people 
aboard Iran Air Flight 655, but 
stopped short of apportioning 
blame for the July 3 downing of 
the airliner by a US warship. 

The resolution, adopted on 
Wednesday by all 15 members of 
the Security Council following 
days of difficult negotiations 
over the wording, also avoided a 
demand by Iran for a review of 
the naval presence, in the Gulf, of 
the United States, Britain. 
France, Italy and the Neth- 
erlands. 

The resolution said the 
Security Council “expresses its 
deep distress at the downing of 
■an Iranian civil aircraft by a mis- 
sile fired from a United States 
warship and profound regret 
over the tragic loss of innocent 
lives.” 

The council welcomed the 
investigation beingconducted by 
the Montreal-based Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Organ- 
isation into the accident and 
urged all nations to respect inter- 
national air traffic law. 

Destruction 

The Iranian government had 
sought an international condem- 
nation of the United States for 
the destruction of Iran Air Flight 
655. but it backed down in the 
face of opposition from most of 
the counci I members and deman- 
ded only that Washington accept 
full responsibility for the 
accident. 

US officials have said the 
cruiser USS Vincennes, which 
had been trading gunfire with 
Iranian speedboats, fired two 
missiles at the civilian airplane 
after mistaking it for an Iranian 
F-14 fighter. 

President Reagan expressed 
regrets for the accident and has 
offered compensation to families 
of the victims. 

US Ambassador to the United 
Nations Vernon Walters voted in 
favour of the resolution, saving 
the incident was a “tragic 
accident.” But. Walters added, 
the United States had no inten- 
tion of withdrawing its naval for- 
ces from the strategic waterway. 

“We intend to stick with our 
effective Gulf policy." Walters 
said, adding that the American 
warships will return home only 
after the “threat to Western 
interests dissipates in the area.” 

Condemn 

I ranian Ambassador Moham- 
mad Jaafar Mahallati bitterly 
complained that the Security 
Council did not condemn the US 
attack, but he did not reject the 
resolution. 

Instead. Mahallati offered his 
government’s co-operation in 
the ICAO probe and urged the 
United Slates to comply with the 
resolution, particularly with the 
call for abiding by international 
air traffic regulations. 


Move Infuriates opposition 

Zia bars political 
parties from polls 


ISLAMABAD. July 22. 
(Reuter): Pakistan President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq has 
barred political parties from par- 
ticipating in November's 
national elections in a move 
which infuriated the opposition. 

Zia earlier declared elections 
will be held on Nov 1 8. 

The opposition, riding a wave 
of renewed popularity, had war- 
ned the President not to tinker 
with the electoral system. 

Banned 

But Zia bluntly told a news 
conference: “They will all have to 
conform to the rules that I lay 
down for the game." 

He could not stop parties cam- 
paigning. he said, but candidates 
would have to stand in their own 
right and would not be able to 
mark their parly allegiances on 
the ballot papers. 

Political parties will not be 
banned nor will they be preven- 
ted from supporting and publi- 
cising a candidate, Zia promised. 
However, he warned against 
staging mass rallies because of 
the potential for violence. 

Opposition leader Benazir 
Bhutto today attacked Zia's 
decision. 

Speaking before a key meeting 
of the opposition parties 
grouped under the Movement 
for the Restoration of 
Democracy (MRD), she said: 


“The general elections are not 
the personal property of Zia.” 

His move, described as a 
bombshell by a senior opposition 
politician, infuriated political 
parties who say he is acting 
unconstitutionally. 

“Zia has to hold the elections 
on the party basis.” Benazir said 
before leaders of the nine-party 
MRD met at her Karachi man- 
sion to thrash out a common 
stand. 

She urged that the supreme 
court and the Election Commis- 
sion should be used lo help 
organise the poll for the 237-seat 
National Assembly and four 
provincial assemblies on a party 
basis. 

Partyless 

In opting for a party less elec- 
tion. Zia has returned to the 
method be used in the previous 
election, in 1985, when the 
opposition called on their sup- 
porters not lo vote. 

Now they must decide whether 
to go along with Zia and fight the 
election on his terms, call for a 
boycott or try lo challenge his 
derision in the courts. 

Benazir earlier said she will 
contest elections, regardless of 
whether they are on a party or 
non-party basis. 

She vowed today to challenge 
in Lhe Supreme Court. Zia's 
derision to ban political parlies 


from contesting national elec- 
tions. Zia was brazenly violating 
his own 1985 constitution, she 
said. 

Benazir's Pakistan People's 
Party won an important court 
victory in June when the supreme 
court struck down a law barring 
political parlies from contesting 
elections unless they had regis- 
tered with the Election Commis- 
sion. 

Zia’s announcement came a 
day after he told the Senate it was 
nol possible lo hold elections by 
Aug 27 as promised, chiefly 
because constituency boundaries 
had to be redrawn. 

Tikka Khan, secretary-gen- 
era I ofthePPP said: “This is Zia's 
old policy of divide and rule and 
non-party elections mean divid- 
ing the nation. 

“Zia thinks that he can man- 
ipulate hundreds of people who 
will be. elected and thus per- 
petuate his own rule.” 

On Wednesday. Benazir war- 
ned that “people will not tolerate 
attempts to change the ground 
rules to disenfranchise them in 
any way whatsoever.” 

Mairaj Mohammad Khan, 
who heads the opposition 
National Liberation Front, con- 
demned the move and said: “Zia 
is bent upon the disintegration of 
the country."

Saudis deny Iranian report

JEDDAH, July 22. (Agencies): 
Saudi Arabia strongly denied 
Iranian reports of pilgrims 
demonstrating in Makkah. say- 
ing that they would quell any 
such attempi. 

A statement distributed by the 
official Saudi Press Agency from 
Makkah called the government 
of Ayatollah Khomeini “shame- 
less” and lacking in credibility. 

More than a million Muslims 
are gathered in the holy city for 
the annual pilgrimage to Islam's 
holiest shrines. 

A total of 762,755 Muslims 
have arrived in Saudi Arabia 
from more than 130 countries to 
perform haj this year, an official 
said. Of them 452,924 are. males 


and 309,83 1 are females. 

“If something of the sort had 
happened, we would have has- 
tened to confront it and report it 
as soon as it occurred, with hun- 
dreds of thousands of the pil- 
grims to God's sacred house 
presem in holy Makkah,” the 

statement said. 

False 

The Saudis denied the report 
“as false in sum and detail” in the 
statement, attributed to “a res- 
ponsible Saudi source.” 

It said that “the pilgrim 

processions are moving in secure 
confidence.” 

Saudi security forces have 
been on high alert to prevent a 
repeat of last year's riot. A 


demonstration by fanatic Iran- 
ian pilgrims ended with 402 peo- 
ple killed. most of them Iranians. 

The culmination of haj is 
tomorrow, when Muslims will 
pray in Arafat, and at dawn on 
Sunday pilgrims slaughter 
animals in sacrifice. 

Egypt's semi-official Middle 
East News Agency said a fire on 
Wednesday caused by an electric 
short-circuit destroyed nearly 
3,000 tents used by Tunisian and 
Moroccan pilgrims assembled 
near Makkah. 

Saudi fire squads and rescue 
teams rushed to ihe scene and 
brought the fire under control 
and none of the pilgrims were 
hurl, the dispatch said.

FRANKFURT, July 22, (AP): 
A survey of about 2,000 West 
Germans found that more than 


70 per cent approve of Soviet 
ilGoi 


leader Mikhail Gorbachev com- 
pared with only 41 per cent of US 
President Ronald Reagan. 

West German mistrust 
towards the Warsaw Pact has 
“dropped dramatically,” the res- 
pected Allensbach Institute said 
in releasing its poll results today. 

The results are in line with 
indicators that West Germans 
increasingly are coming to 
believe that a positive trend in 
East-West relations will con- 
tinue. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl told 
a news conference the day before 
that his Moscow summit this fall 
will make improved East-West 
ties '"irreversible." 

Kohl's Defence Minister, 
Rupert Scholz, was quoted in an 
interview as calling for direct 
defence talks with the Kremlin, 
while a growing number of West 
Gemma companies is seeking 
business with the Soviets. 

The Allensbach poll shows 
that of the approximately 2.000 
West Germans surveyed in Jate 
May and early June, 7] per cent 
bad a “favourable opinion” of 1 
Gorbachev in comparison with 
4 1 per cent for Reagan. 

Rating 

“General Secretary Gorba- 
• chev has exceeded a popularity 
rating of 70 per cent, something 
that normally only federal 
presidents have accomplished in 
the Federal Republic (West Ger- 
many).'' institute director 
Elisabeth Noelle-Neumann 
wrote. 

In a commentary explaining 
the poll results, she added: “The 
mistrust towards the Soviet bloc 
has dropped dramatically since 
Gorbachev has been at the 
helm.’ 

Meanwhile, the Reagan era is 
on the wane among Americans 
seeking “more butter, fewer 
guns", according to Soviet press 
reports on the rise of Michael 
Dukakis, the US Democratic 
Party's I98S presidential can- 
didate. 

“It seems the Democrats have 
smelled the scent of victory for 
the first time in a long time, and 
this affected the delegates to the 
Democratic convention in 
Atlanta like a narcotic," the 
Communist Party newspaper 
Pravda said today. 


BEIRUT, July 22, (Reuter): A 
car bomb killed seven people and 
wounded 50 in West Beirut today 
in an attack apparently aimed 
against Syria's military presence 
in Lebanon, witnesses and police 
sources said. 

They said the car, packed with 
15 kg of TNT, blew up a few 
yards from a Syrian checkpoint 
and the offices of the Syrian- 
backed Arab Baaih Party in the 
Syrian-controlled Cola area, site 
of at least four major car bombs 
since civil war erupted in 1975. 

The blast instantly killed three 
Lebanese soldiers and four 
civilians who were driving 
through the district, witnesses 
said. A Syrian soldier told 
Reuters three Syrians were 
among those taken to hospital. 

The explosion was the latest in 
a string of bloody attacks 
apparently launched by oppon- 
ents of the presence of 25,000 
Syrian soldiers in Lebanon. 

' The charred bodies of the vic- 
tims were dragged from their 
wrecked cars as rescue teams 
rushed to evacuate the wounded 
to hospital. 

“How can 1 stop screaming 


when they murdered my son. I 
can hardly recognise him,," 
wailed a woman who later fain- 
ted. 

She had knelt on the blood- 
spattered street clutching what 
remained of her son’s torn 
clothes. Broken glass covered the 
street and acrid smoke from bur- 
ning cars filled the air.

Security and police sources 
had forecast that a wave of bom- 
bings would hit Lebanon prior to 
presidential elections, due by 
September. Syria, the country’s 
main foreign power broker, is 
trying to ensure a smooth poll. 

There was no claim of respon- 
sibility for the bombing. 

Lebanon's Interior Minister 
Abdullah Rasi said that alth- 
ough it was not knows who 
carried out the bombings, he 
believed the attackers intended 
to disrupt upcoming presidential 
elections. 

“We expect an escalation in 
the security situation, especially 
now that we are at the doorstep 
of the elections.'' Rasi said in a 
telephone interview.

A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man in Baku, the Azerbaijani 
capital, said Vezirov’s call for 


talks with Armenian party leader 
Suren Arutyunyan and Geor- 
gian leader Dzbumber Patia- 
shvili was aired on Azerbaijani 
television yesterday. 

In Armenia, officials said 
Arutyunyan bad not yet replied 
to the proposal. 

“Very many factories are not 
working today," an Armenian 
Foreign Ministry -spokesman 
said. He said the strike was called 
by the Karabakh committee at a 
mass rally in Yerevan last even- 
ing. 

The committee, which earlier 
this month organised a two-week 
general strike in support of 
Nagorno-Karabakh, announ- 
ced that mass meetings would 
not be held next week. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Armenians have been gathering 
in Yerevan daily to press the 
Kremlin to meet Nagorno- 
Karabakh's demand for unifica- 
tion with Armenia. The demon- 
strations have continued despite 
a Kremlin warning of a crackd- 


Ariane launches 
two satellites 
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PARIS, July 22, (Reuter): Wes- 
tern Europe’s Ariane rocket 
blasted off from its French 
Guiana base last night, success- 
fully putting Indian and 
European satellites into orbit. 

The Ariane-3 launcher blazed 
into the night skies from its jun- 
gle base at Kourou on the north- 
eastern tip of South America 
aftera 15-minute delay caused by 
low cloud. 

“This is the eleventh satellite 
Ariane has launched in J 1 mon- 
ths and I am certain this proves 
we can maintain the demanding 
launch targets we have set our- 
selves," said Arianespace 
president Frederic D’Allest. 

Twenty minutes into the laun- 
cher's flight. Insat 1 C. an Indian 
telecommunications and 
weather forecasting satellite, was 
ejected into a geostationary 
orbit, bringing a sigh of relief 
from Indian space officials. 

Two minutes later the last of a 
generation of European broad- 
casting satellites, EC5, was laun- 
ched into orbit. Ariane's flight 
ended three minutes later. 

The European launcher, now a 
dear leader in the world commer- 
cial satellite market, has had six 
successful launches in a row since 
flights resumed in 1987 after an 
IS-month hiatus. 

P’Allest said four more 
Ariane launches were planned in 
1988, with the next on Sept 7. 


The countdown was halted six 
minutes before the sched uled lift- 
off time when clouds that could 
interfere with the rocket passed 
over the launchpad. 

Fifteen minutes later flight 
controllers received the green 
light and the countdown was 
resumed. 

Pramod Kale, director of 
space applications at the Indian 
Space Research Organisation 
(ISRO) said he was greatly 
relieved to see the 1 .2-tonne Insat 
1 C finally in space. 

The satellite was originally 
scheduled to have been launched 
on the US space shuttle, whose 
programmes were halted when 
Challenger exploded in January 
1986, killing all crew members. 

The Indian space effort suf- 
fered a further setback last week 
when a home-built rocket cra- 
shed minutes after lift-off, the 
second successive failure. 

The ECS 5 satellite, belonging 
to the European Satellite Organ- 
isation Euteisat, joins three iden- 
tical probes beaming television 
and radio programmes to Wes- 
tern Europe. 

ft was tne last of a generation 
of satellites that will gradually be 
replaced from 1990 by Euteisat. 

The ECS satellites have been 
built by 36 companies from 26 
member states. British Aerosp- 
ace Pic. was the main contractor 
for the ECS 5 satellite.

Jordan Parliament 


to be dissolved 


A KUWAITI newspaper today 
quoted a ranking Jordanian 
official as saying King Hussein 
will dissolve parliament, possibly 
immediately after the upcoming 
Muslim feast of Eid AI Adha. 


The newspaper quoted the 
jflicis 


unnamed official as saying that 
the dissolution of the house of 
representatives and the house of 
notables is “designed to com- 
pletely disassociate" Jordan 
from the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and the Israeli- 
occupied territories. 

He said Jordan wished “to 
remove any confusion or any 
inference’’ that it was not adher- 
ing to Pan- Arab decision that the 
PLO was the sole representative 
of the Palestinians. 

He also said that the dissolu- 
tion of parliament would not be 
followed by new general elec- 
tions. “There is a trend to set up 
an appointed consultative coun- 


cil,” be said. 

The official said Jordan would 
also disband the ministry in 
charge of occupied lands affairs 
and stop the development plan 
for the occupied lanas as well as 
payment of salaries to West Bank 
employees. 

Responding to a question 
about the PLO’s reaction to such 
steps, the Jordanian official said 
“these are the demands of the 
PLO. We are keen on showing 
utmost good faith and removing 
any causes of sensitivity.” 


He added: “The PLO wants an 
independent Palestinian state 
and wants to go to the inter- 
national conference with an 
independent Palestinian delega- 
tion. This necessarily means that 
it does not want others to share 
with it the task of the political 
representation of the Palestinian 
people."

The Nagorno-Karabakh dis- 
pute has claim ed at least 36 lives 
since February, when the small 
Azerbaijani region first reques- 
ted territorial transfer to 
Armenia. Its majority Armenian 
population has been ruled by 
Baku since 1923. 

On Monday, the Presidium of 
the Supreme Soviet, the highest 
state body, ruled out border 
changes and ordered Armenian 
and Azerbaijani authorities to 
end strikes and lawlessness. 

But workers in Nagorno- 
Karabakh have ignored the war- 
ning, continuing a strike which, 
has paralysed industry and tran- 
sport in the region since mid- 
May, press reports said. 

Top-level concern over the 
continued mass meetings in 
Yerevan was evident in a report 
by the official Tass news agency 
yesterday which portrayed the 
Karabakh committee as a well- 
organised and well-connected 
political movement. 


Chewing tobacco 
more harmful 
than cigarettes 


SAN FRANCISCO. July 22, 
(Reuter): Snuff and chewing 
tobacco expose their users to 
higher levels of dangerous 
nicotine than cigarettes. Califor- 
nia researchers say. 

Chewing a wad of tobacco for 
30 minutes releases more health- 
threatening nicotine than smok- 
ing three cigarettes, scientists at 
the University of California at 
San Francisco said in a study. 

Dr Neal Benowitz. UCSF 
professor of medicine, said a 
study of 10 healthy volunteers 
showed that smokeless form of 
tobacco produces prolonged 
high levels of nicotine in the 
blood, while cigarette smoking 
causes peaks and lows. 

He said that snuff, which is 
inhaled through the nostrils, 
exposes its users to more than 
two cigarettes' worth of nicotine. 

Results of the study were 
reported in the July issue of Clin- 
ical Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics. 

Benowitz said the research was 
the most detailed so far on the 
levels of nicotine found in the 
blood after the use of chewing 
tobacco and snuff, products 
whose popularity is growing 
among young men. 


Israel harassing 


Arab Americans 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
July 22, (AP): Palestinian 
Americans said today they were 
fviing harasse d by Israeli auth- 
orities, and a top US diplomat 
urged them to stand up for their 
rights and file complaints with 
US consular officials. 

“We are here to help try to 
protect the civil rights ... of our 
fellow Americans,” said Philip 
Wilcox, occupied Jerusalem’s 
US consul-general. “We urge 
you, if you are experiencing 
problems, to come to us." 

Israeli officials denied the 
allegations of harassment. 

Wilcox addressed about 200 
Palestinian Americans today, 
the first time a top US diplomat 
has met with such a group since 
the Dec 8 start of the Palestinian 
uprising in the occupied West 
B ank and Gaza Strip. 

Maltreatment 

The meeting was called by the 
American-Arab anti-discrimina- 
tion comittee, a Washington- 
based lobbying group that plans 
to open a Jerusalem chapter. 

Participants, most of whom 
are visiting Israel from the 
United States, told Wilcox they 
were singled out for harassment 


at Israel's borders. 

They said, for instance, that 
their money was confiscated at 
the border and they were 
frequently subjected to demean- 
ing searches. 

“Palestinians are treated like 
criminals," said Hammad 
Siyam, 49. of West New York, 
N J. waving his American pass- 
port. 

Siyam, who was born in the 
West Bank village of Mukhmas, 
said three months ago airport 
authorities confiscated 582,950 
from a village resident and the 
money had still not been retur- 
ned. 

According to a senior US 
official, about 5200,000 have 
been confiscated from Arab 
Americans in the past three mon- 
ths as part of an Israeli effort to 
stop the flow of pro-PLO funds 
intended to support the uprising. 

Wilcox said Israeli officials 
have agreed to return the money, 
but he did not discuss details of 
the agreement. 

Palestinian Americans also 
complained that Israel only 
granted them tourist visas, while 
US Jews were given immediately 
residency. 


Diseases spread in New Delhi 


Floods kill 37Q in India 
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NEW DELHI. July 22. (AP): 
Flooding and diseases spread by 
contaminated water have caused 
at least 370 deaths in India's 
annual monsoon season, govern- 
ment officials and news reports 
said. 

Gastroenteritis and cholera 
have reached epidemic propor- 
tions in the capital, overwhelm- 
ing hospitals and prompting 
criticism of the city's handling of 
water and sewage Facilities. 

Cases of the two diseases also 
have been reported in Uttar 
Pradesh and Punjab states north 
of New Delhi. Orficals through- 
out the region have urged 
families to boil water for drink- 
ing or cooking. 

The problems stem from the 
annual monsoon rains, which 
provide much of the water for 
Indian crops. The rains began in 
late June and are expected to last 
through August 

Agriculture Minister Bhajan 
Lai said Thursday that this year's 
rains were the best since 1983 and 


promised good yields of grain 
for 


and vegetables for India's 800 
million people. 

But the rains also pul too 
much water into heavily silted 
rivers, and water seeping 
through garbage and sewage has 
contaminated wells. 


Death toll 


The toll of people who have 
died in flooding — either by 
drowning or in house collapses 
— rose to 212 on Thursday with 
12 deaths reported in northern 
Kashmir state and western 
Maharashtra state. Indian news 


agencies reported.

At least 96 people have died of 
gastroenteritis and cholera in 
New Delhi this month, according 
to government figures issued 
Thursday. Many of the victims 
were children. 

A city official said more than 
7,152 people have been treated 
this month for the diseases at 
New Delhi hospitals. The figure 
is more than four times the 


caseload for all of July 1987. 

He said 239 were confirmed 
cholera cases. 

Fifty deaths from gastroen- 
teritis and cholera were reported 
in Punjab slate to the north and 
12 were reported in Ghariabad. 
near New Delhi in Uttar Pradesh 
state. 

The monsoon hasseni rivers in 
1 1 of India's 25 states over their 
banks, said A.M. Bbola. an 
official at the Central Water 
Co mmiss ion . 

He estimated at- least one 
million hectares (2.47 million 
acres) of land have been submer- 
ged.

Indian welfare officials today 
announced plans to create 
hostels for the children of 
prostitutes to shelter them 
from a world of crime. 

“We will give land rights, con- 
struction grants ana running 
costs to voluntary agencies 
prepared to run the institu- 
tions,” said V.P. Sun, New 
Delhi's director of serial wel- 
fare. 

“It is important that we create a 
completely different environ- 
men for these children where 
they can grow up knowing 
there is an alternative to 
crime,” he said. 

Formerly, the father’s name had 
to be given when a child was 
registered for schooL 

Welfare officials said that al- 
though some children got into 
schools by giving false names, 
a red-light district address 
would often reveal that their 
mothers were prostitutes and 
condemn the children to a life 
of ignorance. 

Schools have now been told to 
accept mothers’ names alone 
for registration. But the 
officials said prostitutes* chil- 
dren were still shunned by 
schoolmates. 

This leads those who get into 
schools to perform badly and 
drop out early with no 
qualifications and no chance 
for jobs. They take refuge in 
the sordid world into which 
they were born, the social 
workers said. 


Soviets claim experts directing rebel operation 

‘Pakistani troops 
in Afghanistan’ 


MOSCOW. July 22, (Reuter}: 
The Soviet Union on Thursday 
accused Pakistan of sending 
troops into Afghanistan to sup- 
port rebels fighting the Soviet- 
backed government in Kabul. 

Soviet Foreign Ministry spok- 
esman Vadim Perfilycv also 
alleged that foreign specialists 
were extracting Afghan deposits 
of uranium ore for Pakistan’s 
nuclear programme. 

“In esuiy July, a group of 1 1 
military servicemen of the Pakis- 
tani Army were seen in Hakrez i n 
Kandahar province with mem- 
bers of the (rebel) IslamicParty 
of Afghanistan.” Perfilyev said. 
He said they were helping plan 
military operations. 

A similar group had been iden- 
tified in Zabul province, where 
they were guarding arms caches, 
Perfilyev said. 

He repeated Soviet allegations 
that Afghan rebels were being 
assisted by foreign advisers and 
said 60 trucks loaded with 
weapons had been sent from 
Pakistan into Afghanistan. 

Uranium 

Perfilyev said the uranium 
deposits had been discovered in 
Jozjan province, in northwest 
Afghanistan. Foreign specialists 
had been sent in to extract the ore 
which was then transported 
illegally to Pakistan. 

“In this way the country's 
natural wealth is being squan- 
dered." he said. “This is worthy 
of particular noLe in the light of 
Pakistan's nuclear weapons 
ambitions.” 


Perfilyev said 50 people had 
been killed and more than 60 
wounded in a clash between rival 
rebel groups inside Pakistan. 

He did not say if Soviet troops 
had been involved in any recent 
fighting in Afghanistan. 

Under peace accords signed in 
Geneva in April, Moscow began 
withdrawing its 100,000 troops 
from Afghanistan in May. Half 
the force should have left by mid- 
AugusL 

The Soviet Union bas 
repeatedly accused Pakistan of 
violating the accords and has 
warned of grave consequences. 
But there are no indications that 
it has changed its plans for the 
withdrawal, which appears to be 
proceeding on schedule. 

The president of the Afghan 
Mujahedeen's government-in- 
exiie warned Pakistan it could 
become a Soviet or Indian target 
if it did not help ensure a rebel 
victory in Kabul. 

Ahmed Shah said on Thurs- 
day that since the Geneva 
accords were signed in April, 
some of the guerrillas' backers 
had urged compromise with the 
Afghan government of President 
Najibuiiah. 

■Making a strong plea for con- 
tinuing support, particularly 
from Islamabad, he warned Pak- 
istan it would uot be “unboth- 
ered” by the Soviet Union or 
other enemies like India if it did 
not help. 

India has never condemned 
the Soviet intervention in Afgh- 
anistan in 1 979 and opposes Pak- 


istan’s aim of ensuring a strictly 
Islamic state in Kabul. 

Pakistan and Afghanistan 
agreed in Geneva to slop med- 
dling in each other's affairs, 
while the Soviet Union pledged 
to withdraw its troops by 
February 15 next year. 

Ahmed Shah, whose govern- 
ment was formed in June from 
members of a seven-party 
guerrilla alliance based in Pakis- 
tan, did not elaborate on his war- 
ning to Islamabad. 

Speaking to an audience of 
diplomats and experts on Afgh- 
anistan, he said the mujabedeen 
had no intention of compromis- 
ing with Najibuiiah. 

Meanwhile, the Afghan gover- 
nment announced on Thursday 
the creation of the country's 3 1 
province ; noo ranistan, from part 
of the eastern of Kunar border- 
ing Pakistan. 

Kabul Radio gave no reason 
for the creation of Lhe new 
province, which it said would 
comprise Lhe administrative sub- 
divisions of Waigal and Kam- 
desb.

All 290 aboard the A300 Air- 
bus died when it was mistakenly 


shot down by the Vincennes, 
which mistook it for an Iranian 
F- 1 4 fighter. 

Navy officials said that despite 
the Vincennes’ departure from 
port, the investigation into the 
downing of the Iranian jetliner 
was continuing.

The six-man inquiry team, 
headed by Rear Amn. William 
M. Fogarty, originally bad a 1 5- 
day deadline to complete its task 
but three days ago was granted 
an extension to the end of July. 

Its findings will be based partly

Gunboat diplomacy cannot settle Gulf war: Soviet envoy 


All foreign fleets should leave Gulf 


THE Soviet Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Ernest Zverev, said on 
Thursday the heightened ten- 
sions in the Arabian Gulf follow- 
ing the American downing of an 
Iranian Airbus with the loss of 
290 people on board has made 
the need for withdrawal of all 
foreign fleets from the Gulf more 
urgent 

Ambassador Zverev, in an 
interview published with an 
Arabic daily expressed belief that 
“a complex issue such as the Gulf 
war could not be settled through 
gunboat diplomacy-” 
Co-operation 

The envoy stressed Moscow 
wished an early end to the eight- 
year old conflict “because this 
conflict had caused us great and 
many losses, most important 
being our co-operation with both 
Iraq and Iran.” 

The diplomat indicated that 
the Kremlin had not stood in the. 
way of a UN arms embargo on 
Iran but had believed that the 
UN chief executive should keep 
efforts afoot to gain Iranian 
abidance by resolution 598 call- 
ing for peace talks between 
Tehran and Baghdad. 

He emphasised that Moscow 
had nothing to gain from contin- 


uation of the mad war, and 
would do anything to stop it, 
“just like what we did in Afghan- 
istan.” 

He pointed out that co-opera- 
tion of many other parties is 
necessary to achieving a- cessa- 
tion of hostilities and lasting set- 
tlement “We are only one party 
among many concerned in this 
case.. As such, an end to the war 
requires common efforts at the 
UN,” Ambassador Zverev 
added. 

He expressed belief that 
resolution of the Gulf war 
“would effectively contribute to 
a settlement of the Arab-Israeii 
conflict the central issue in the 
Middle EasL 

The Soviet ambassador poin- 
ted out that despite Soviet prox- 
imity to the Gulf war as it has 
common borders with Iran, there 
are only six Soviet military ves- 
sels compared to 30 ships which 
the US Navy maintains in the 
Gulf. 

Unlike the US, the Soviet 
Union does not believe in gun- 
boat diplomacy, Zverev said. 
“We discreetly search for 
peaceful ways to reach a set- 
tlement,” the ambassador went 
on. 




Zverev 

He said now that Iran has 
announced it was abiding by 
resolution 598 ordering a 
ceasefire, the two belligerents 
should sit at the negotiating table 
and talk peace for the entire 
region. 

Turning to Kuwait-Soviet ties, 
Zverev said these relations have 
been progressing satisfactorily 
and he attributed this to contin- 


uous exchange of views between 
leaders of the two friendly coun- 
tries. 

He added that Moscow is will- 
ing to study all Kuwaiti orders 
for Soviet armaments. 

The ambassador indicated 
that the Soviet Union enjoys 
solid and strong relations with 
Iraq on basis of a common frien- 
dship agreement 

He commented that “under- 
standing” with Saudi Arabia and 
Bahrain has been growing over 
the last year and might lead to 
diplomatic relations with the two 
Gulf states. 

Atcil i wti 

Turning to the Arab-isradi 
conflict, the envoy stressed that 
Moscow has been working to 
accelerate the convening of an 
international peace conference 
under the UN aegis attended by 
all parties including the PLO to 
r e pr e se nt the Palestinian people. 

Replying to a question, the 

ambassador affirmed the num- 
ber of Soviet Jewish emigrations 
has been on the decline. Out of 
1 100 Jews who left the country 
last April only 1 60 headed for the 
Zionist entity and the remainder 
went to the US and Western 
Europe, he concluded. 


British naval forces to stay Number of births lower in 1987 


LONDON, July 22, (AP): The 
British Navy’s four-ship Armilla 
Patrol will stay in the Gulf, to 
protect shipping until peace bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq is certain, the 
government said yesterday. 

Foreign Office Minister David 
Mellor told reporters he wel- 
comed Iran's acceptance of the

Ozal bids to head off 
opposition challenge 


By John Owen-Davies 

ANKARA. (Reuter): Turkish 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal is 
aiming for early local elections in 
October to head off an opposi- 
tion bid for power and to help 
heal splits in his own party, 
independent political sources 
say. 

"We will remain the number 
one party in Turkey.” Ozal told 
reporters after saying he planned 
to recall parliament from recess 
on Aug 2 to vote on a con- 
stitutional amendment to hold 
the poll a year before scheduled 
by law. 

Erdal Inonu. leader of the 
main opposition Social 
Democrat Populist Party (SHP). 
accused Ozal's conservative 
Motherland Party of “trying to 
make changes in laws for its own 
success.” 

Deniz Baykal, the SHP’s new 
secretary-general and sLrong- 
man. told Reuters earlier this 
month he hoped local elections 
would be held next year, adding 
he believed his party's showing 
then might force Ozal to call a 
snap general election. 

Certain 

The M other land, with pledged 
help from the right-of-centre 
True Path Parly (TPP). is almost 
certain to win the 300 votes 
needed in the 450-seat 
parliament to amend the con- 
stitution. which says local polls 
must be held at five-year 
intervals. 

Political sources said Ozal 
wanted an early poll to avoid a 
possible damaging local poll 
defeat next year after introduc- 
ing more austerity measures to 
shore up Turkey's shaky econ- 
omy. and to give the revamped 
SHP minimal time to prepare. 

"Opposition parties, espe- 
cially the SHP, are rapidly 
regrouping and reorganising. It 
is to the advantage of the Moth- 


Led ideals that led to political 
mayhem in the 1 970s, resullingin 
the 1980 Army coup. 

“If Ozal emerges from local 
elections with a modicum of suc- 
cess. such as holding two of the 
major cities of Ankara. Istanbul 
and Izmir, he should be able to 
achieve at least some semblance 
of party unity.*’ one political 
source said. 

The nationwide local polls for 
mayors and local councils in 
towns and cities will be crucial 
for Ozal. widely believed to have 
ambitions for the Turkish 
presidency when Kenan Evren 
ends his seven-year term in 
November 1989. 

Eight months after sweeping 
back to office in a general elec- 
tions with an overwhelming 292 
seals in parliament, the Moth- 
erland now lies second to the 
SHP in opinion polls, mainly 
because of widespread discon- 
tent over soaring inflation. 

The latest independent poll 
gave SHP 32 per cent support. 
Motherland 29 per cent and TPP 
23 per cent. This compares with 
28 per cent. 36 per cent and I9per 
cent, respectively, in last Novem- 
ber's general election. 
Concerned 

Ozal told Reuters on July 12 he 
was not concerned with the opin- 
ion polls, often conducted with 
samples of under 200 people. 

“After the (general) election 
we have been taking hard (econ- 
omic) measures. I believe if you 
don’t take these measures, then 
later you will lose much more 
popularity,*’ he said. 

His free-market economic 
policies have been blamed by 
some economists for forcing up 
inflation to around 75 per cent, 
from just under 40 per cent 
before November’s general elec- 
tion. 

In a bid to cut a ballooning 
budget deficit, Ozal has raised by 
up to 1 00 per cent prices of many 


Uprising unites Palestinians in West Bank and Gaza 


A new generation of leaders growing

BAN I NAIM. Occupied West 
Bank. (AP): The uprising in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip has 
spawned a new generation of 
Palestinian leaders and given 
their people confidence to 
challenge Israel Army rule. 

"Hie change is evident in Bani 
Naim, a farming town 1 7 miles 
(27 kilometres) south of 
occupied Jerusalem, where the 
streets are blackened from tires 
burned in protest of Israeli 
occupation. 

Hassan M anasara, 27. a leader 
of the town's resistance, said a 
new community spirit has taken 
shape and that a senior Israeli 
officer encountered it when he 
came to Bani Naim to urge calm. 

M anasara said the residents 
confounded the Israeli by refus- 
ing to answer simple questions 
about their place of work. 

"When the offeer asked how 
many people are farmers, 
everyone raised his hand." Man- 
asara said. "And when he asked 
how many work as labourers in 
Israel, everyone raised his hand. 

“The Israeli threatened to cut 


off the water, and everyone 

laughed." 

Even so, Bani Naim, has paid a 
heavy price. Residents say three 
townspeople have been killed, 35 
wounded and 150 arrested since 
December. The town of 10.000 
also spent 20 days under an 
around-the-clock curfew. 

Residents agreed to austerity 
measures, such as banning large 
wedding and graduation parties, 
to conserve resources to support 
the families of those without 
work or in jail. 

The town is now run by 
“popular committees." A 
security committee patrols at 
night to watch for Israeli patrols, 
a first-aid committee treats the 
injured, a finance committee 
handles welfare. 

Sari Nusseibah. a leading 
Palestinian intellect ul, said com- 
mittees such as those in Bani 
Naim were the most hopeful sign 
of the uprising because they 
could be the foundation for a 
Palestinian state. 

But he added the new leader- 
ship was unLested and suggested 
that if the committees “faded 
away." it mighL be more difficult 


to rally Palestinians in the future. 

He also said he was disappoin- 
ted that Palestinians had not 
developed a political strategy 
during the uprising. 

Waste 

“I felt from the beginning that 
it is not enough to wage war, but 
you have to wage peace equally 
strongly,” he said. “To do one 
without the other is to waste 
effort,” 

Some Israeli leaders contend 
the grass-roots leaders in towns 
and villages only carry out the 
orders of the Palestinian Libera- 
tion Orgnaisation. but Bani 
Naim’s local leaders dispute this. 

“What’s decided here is not 
from the outside. There are no 
orders from outside,” said M an- 
asara. 

Much will depend on whether 
Palestinians continue to support 
strikes and civil disobedience, 
such as refusing to pay taxes or 
accepting Israeli cards. 

Saif-Edin Natsheh, 34, owner 
of a stone-cutting factory in the 
West Bank town of Hebron, 
noted leaflets urged the develop- 
ment of Arab business to lessen 
dependence on Israel. But he 


complained the Palestinian self- 
reliance campaign was under- 
mined by strikes and tax. 
boycotts. 

“This month we only worked 
five days because of too many 
strike calls," hesaicL “How am I 
going to pay the seven workers 
and feed my seven children with 
five days of work?" 

Natsheh also said he was 
caught in the middle by the tax 
boycott, threatened with jail by 
the Israejis if he failed to pay and 
fearful his factory would be bur- 
ned down by Palestinians if he 
did. 

“I pay in secret,” he added. 

Before the violence erupted in 
December, a web of economic 
and personal relations linked the 
1.5 million Palestinians to Israel. 

Some 1 10,000 Arabs shuttled 
daily to jobs in Israel and 
brought home $500 million to 
$700 million a year. The West 
Bank and Gaza Strip also 
became Israel’s second -largest 
market, accounting for $780 
million, or 1 1 percent, of exports 
in 1987.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
(AP):More than eight months of 
Palestinian uprising and strikes 
have turned Israelis hawkish, but 
the tough approach often masks 
ambivalence about the future of 
the occupied lands and the 
Army’s use of force. 

Israeli defensiveness stems 
from a belief that the occupied 
territories, especially the Jordan 
River’s West Bank, are uniquely 
bound to the state oflsrael. 

Lt Gen Dan Shomron, the 
armed forces chief of staff, said 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
were not distant battlefields like 
Algeria was for the French or 
Vietnam for the Americans. 

“There is no debate among the 
soldiers. They know’ that, by and 
large, this problem is inside our 
own bouse, and there is no one 
who can take charge of the si ma- 
tron and solve it but the Army,” 
Shomron told the Foreign Press 
Association in occupied 
Jerusalem. 

Some critics, however, fear 
Israelis are becoming callous 
about the violence in which over 
224 Palestinians have been 
killed, at least 36,000 wounded

iu the West Bank, said the biggest 
achievement of the uprising was 
re-creating, at least psy- 
chologically, the border that 
divided Israel from the West 
Bank and Gaza before the 2^200 
square miles (5,700 squre 
kilometres) of land was seized in 
the 1967 Arab-Israeli war.

Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
the once and possibly future 
leader of the war-tom Indochin- 
ese country, has sent his regrets, 
and is not expected at what have 
been called "cocktail party” 
peace talks, lo stress the absence 
ofdiplomatic protocol. 

Sihanouk abruptly resigned 
the leadership of his UN-recogn- 
ised guerrilla coalition last week, 
to take up exile in France and 
plan his next moves.

in 1970. is widely considered the 
key to any settlement.

The destiny of Kampuchea — 
ravaged by revolution and civil 
war since the Khmer Rouge 
came pouring out of jungle 
camps in 1975 to overthrow the 
US-backed Lon Nol government 
- - has been greatly influenced by 
big-power relations. 

The United States has insisted 
its only role in settling the con- 
flict is to back the initiatives of 
the ASEAN countries.

UNITED NATIONS, (UPJ): 
The UN Security Council has 
been bogged down in negotia- 
tions on a resolution over the US 
downing of an I ranian airliner, 
trying to avoid a US veto that 
could end renewed Iranian par- 
ticipation in the council at a 
crucial time. 

However, Iran's unexpected 
acceptance of a UN ceasefire 
resolution in the Gulf war could 
unsnarl a debate that began last 
week over condemnation of the 
United States, shifting the focus 
to other, less volatile obstacles. 

The council cancelled a meet- 
ing Tuesday, which was to 
include a possible vote since con- 
sultations Monday night did not 
produce a compromise resolu- 
tion as the world body continued 
its tight-rope act. 

It is trying to steer between 
Iran’s original call for a condem- 
nation of the shooting down ol 


Iran Air Flight 655 July 3, killing 
290people, and the certainty that 
the United States would veto 
such a resolution. 

Faced with opposition last 
week, Iran agreed to let the 
Security Council work out a 
resolution acceptable to all sides. 

Iran only returned to par- 
ticipation in Council debates on 
the Gulf war last week after a 
seven-year boycott and now, 
with Tehran's acceptance of the 
ceasefire resolution, the world 
organization is anxious to main- 
tain Tehran’s involvement. 

For its part, Iran has demon- 
strated an interest in improving 
relations with the West as its for- 
tunes in the almost eight-year- 
old war have declined, 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Vdayati has called the 
debate by the 15-nation council 
on the Iran Air flight a “litmus 
test.” Iran has accused Western 
members in the council of siding 
with Iraq in the war. 


From poverty to a political force

ATLANTA. (Reuter): i.-sse 
Jackson made the first strong. un 
for the presidency of any black in 
American history and seems lik- 
ely now to remain a force in 
national politics for years to 
come. 

The "odds-breaker and 
dream-maker" who rose from 
illegitimate birth and poverty in 
South Carolina won seven 
million votes in pursuit of the 
Democratic presidential nomin- 
ation eventually captured bv 
Michael Dukakis. 

The 46-> ear-old Baptist prea- 
cher and civil rights leader cast 
himself as a barrier-breaker for 
minorities and the poor and 
powerless, and promised to give 
those who backed him access lo 
power within the Democratic 
Party. 

Imprint 

"Hold your head up high. 
Neversurrender" became his sig- 
nature plea. 

“Every day I run I’m pushing 
back mountains. There are no 
more impossible dreams.” 

And while he unsuccessfully 
sought to become Dukakis's 
vice-presidential running mate, 
Jackson did win from the Massa- 
chusetts governor thepromise of 
a substantial role in his election 
campaign against Republican 
George Bush. 


He also came away with an 
unprecedented imprint on the 
party's election platform. 

Polls and political experts said 
anti-black bias, as well as Jack- 
son's radical liberal philosophy, 
would havedoomed any ticket he 
was on. During the months of 
primary voting, he failed to make 
deep inroads into the white vote. 

He insisted he was not running 
a black campaign against a white 
establishment. 

His central campaign theme 
was that America's legal battle 
against racial discrimination has 
been largely won. but workers of 
all races are still seeking econ- 
omic jus Lice. 

He became a fixture marching 
on picket lines alongside blue- 
collar whites, whose ranks in the 
past have included bastions of 
support for racist ca uses and can- 
didates. 

“It’s not white versus black.” 
he told them. 

“It’s barracudas versus small 
fish. The barracudas swim in 
deep water when? there ain’t no 
light. All the small fish look just 
alike to all the barracudas down 
there in the dark.” 

Leap 

And 1988 for Jackson marked 
a big leap from four years earlier 
when he won 3.5 million 
primary-season votes, half his 
total this year. 

In 1984 he clectirfied black 


voters. who. were thrilled to see 
one of their own rattling the 
white power structure, but four 
years later his appeal broadened 
to Hispanics. other minorities, 
the poor, and party activists.

Name. Should be punchy. 
Curiosity Killed The Cat 
doesn't roll off the tongue, and 
where are they now? Bros fits 
into huge tabloid headlines;

journalist, it also rhymes with 
dross. 

2. Where to take them: 

Not a record company. 
There is work to be done before 
-the group will be in a position 
to get a good contract wi th a big 
label. First, you sign up with a 
manager. Graham took Bros to 
Tom Watkins, 37, of Massive 
Management 

Watkins, says a colleague, 
"had a lot to do with Frankie 
Goes to Hollywood on the mer- 
chandising side." He now man- 
ages the Pet Shop Boys, who are 
immensely popular with Bros 
fans' big brothers and sisters. 

Unlike many managers. 
Massive also does its clients' 
marketing. Marc Evans, Bros's 
persona] manager, says: “We 
don’t let the record company 
market the record. We encom- 
pass graphics, design every- 
thing.” 

Everything means, above all: 

An image. Bros are “a very 
visual band,” Marc Evans says. 
But when they started out. 
“they weren't really sure of 
what clothes they liked. We 
kind of pointed them in the 
right direction.” 

That meant keeping things 
simple. The look had to be easy 
for the fans to copy. Bros now 
have short, well-oiled hair and 
earrings; like Madonna, they 
wear ordinary clothes — Levi’s 
SOI jeans, white T-sbirts, 
leather jackets — with distinc- 
tive accessories, like James 
Dean buckles on their belts and 
playing cards, watches and 
Grolsch lager bottle-tops 
tucked into their shoes. 

Graham, meanwhile, came 
up with: 

A sound- Bros's records are 
very tiny, very mechanical — 
very 1988. There is, however, 
no denying that Matt Goss can

sing. 

The writing credit goes, mys- 
teriously, to “The Brothers". 
The gullible customer assumes 
that this means the twins. Mas- 
sive Management, if asked, say 
it's Nicky Graham and the 
three boys, with Tom Watkins 
doing some of the words. 

3. How to get into the charts: 

First, lure a “plugger" to 

lobby radio and television to 
give the group exposure. Most 
bands are happy with the 
record-company pluggers; 
Bros use an independent — 
Neil Ferris, of Ferret & Span- 
ner. He could not get Radio 
One interested in the first sin- 
gle, “1 Owe You Nothing”, and 
it peaked around Number 75 in 
the chart. (It is now Number 
One, having been re-released in 
the wake of the other hits.) 

But he did get Bros on the 
Boxing Day edition of “Going 
Live”, the Saturday morning 
children's television show, with 
the nexL single. “When WiU I Be 
Famous?” The answer to the 
question was any day now. 
Ferris plu gg ed away so hard 
that the record was banned by 
Radio One for a fortnight, but 
it went to Number Two. Bros- 
mania was under way. 

4. How to make it really big: 

One hit single doesn't make a 

career, or much money . It is but 
one of a series of landmarks, 
achieved in a variety of ways. 

Record packaging. Issue a 
record in two different mixes, 
or three different sleeves: Lhe 
hard-core fan will want them 
all. 

Television. You must be on 
it you must not be on it all the 
time (Curiousity Killed The 
Cat were “very lax" about this. 
Marc Evans says). If possible, 
get a programme to yourself: 
“Bros — The Story So Far” 
went out nationwide on 1TV 


just as the group's album 
“Push" appeared. 

The Press. It is vital to be on 
good terms with Smash Hits, 
the teenagers' favourite music 
paper. Bros have appeared in it 
more than anyone else in living 
memorv (“Brilliant 8-Page 
Pull-Out BROS Booklet!’) The 
tabloid newspapers follow 
where Smash Hits leads. 
Quality newspapers are not 
crucial. 

Signing sessions. Good for 
whipping up hysteria among 
tabloid editors. A record shop 
is a confined space. It doesn't 
take many screaming school- 
girls to cause CHAOS IN 
OXFORD ST AS BROS 
FANS GO WILD. 

Concerts: Necessary to 
establish what Marc Evans 
calls “musical credibility"? 

Sponsorship. Concert tours 
mean high costs. Bros’s tour is 
sponsored by Pepsi -Cola, a seal 
of corporate approval 
previously granLed only to 
much bigger stars (Jackson, 
Bowie). 

Attitude to fans. Must be 
positive. The one thing fans like 
more than pelvic thrusts, in- 
depth interviews and free pos- 
ters is to be told that Lhe group 
love them. Matt, the mummy's 
boy lead singer, is especially 
strong on this. 

Fan identification. In 1988 
pop fans like to identify with 
their heroes as well as worship 
them. They like it when Smash 
Hits follows Bros on their first 
trip to America (“Bros, it must 
be said, are fantastically excited 
today”), or when Matt says his 
hero is Michael Jackson. 

5. How to avoid barn-ont: 

When you become this suc- 
cessful this quickly, there is no 
known method. But if anyone is 
going to crack it, it will proba- 
bly be Bros.

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Hallucinations of godliness

THIS is certainly not another 
1960s book. It is a story about 
the imagination unleashed; and 
about how the taking of little 
tablets or the dropping of jelly 
onfosugariumps baame some- 
thing akin to to a holy rite, and 
how the ensuing psychedelic 
hallucinations came to be con- 
fused in earnest with godliness. 

LSD itself first appeared just 
before five o'clock on Monday 
April 19th, 1 943, in Basle, Swit- 
zerland, when Albert Hoffman, 
an employee of the Sandoz 
pharmaceutical company, 
completed some experiments 
with a fungus called Claviceps 
Purpurea. He synthesised 
down the 25th compound of an 
acid series he had developed 
from the mushroom — the 
lysergic acid series; he dropped 
two millionths of a gram of it 
into a glass of water and drank 
it down. As he rode home on his 
bicycle, the landscape around 
him exploded. 

Within 18 years of Hoff- 
man’s experiment, LSD was in 
use at the Massachusetts 
Medical Health Centre, as a 
mimic of madness. Before long, 
the English psychiatrist Hum- 
phrey Osmond — who was 
using mescalin on mental 
patients in Canada — invented 
the term “psychedelic”, but by 
now the goalpots had been 
moved this was not psychoth- 
erapy any more, for Osmond 
had teamed up with two men 
with different ideas, an English 
mystical writer living in Los 
Angeles called Aldous Huxley, 
and a Mr A1 Hubbard, a Cath- 
olic visionary and President of 
the Uranium Corporation of 
Vancouver. It was the latter 
who requested from Sandoz 
forty-three cases of LSD, which 
Sandoz duly supplied from 
Switzerland. 

After dropping — or dis- 
tribution — a sizeable quantity - 
of the shipment, the triad of 
Huxley-Osmond-Hubbard to- 
ured the USA, seeking to 
interest leading intellectuals 
and political figures in the 
Other World (o which they had 
been admitted through “the 
door in the wall” of the mind — 
they wanted LSD to change 
everything. A five-year LSD 
therapy clinic was established 
in Los Angeles with Saikloz's 
blessing, and others - quickly * 
followed. A notice went up in ■ 
the Cathedral of the Holy 
Rosary in Vancouver beseech- 
ing Our Holy Mother the Vir- 
gin to “help all who call on her 
to understand the psy- 
chedelic.” 

But the first synthetic LSD 
was manufactured with rather 
different motives in mind, by 
the CIA. Inspired by 
experiments earned out at 
Dachau by the SS-Hauptstur- 


mfuhrer in its search for mind- 
control drugs, the OSS — later 
the CIA — began an extraor- 
dinary mind-control prog- 
ramme called MK-Ulira, for 
which it contacted Sandoz and 
ordered up the company’s 
entire supply of LSD. The 
progress of this lunatic plan has 
been documented elsewhere, 
but Stevens* account is full of 
irony and annecdote: the “case- 
hardened spooks who would 
break down crying or go all 
gooey about the brotherhood 
of man,” or Operation Mid- 
night Climax, in which the CIA 
commandeered a San Fran- 
cisco brothel so the girls could 
test LSD on their clients. 

Soon, we hit more familiar 

S ound; Kerouac, Burroughs, 
insberg ... and eventually Dr 
Tim Leary and the Harvard 
Project. Leary began with a 
psychological method — bles- 
sed by Harvard — which 
entailed transforming the mind 
through psilocybin. With LSD 
he changed Lack, ending up 
with (he League for Spiritual 


Discovery and Turn On, Tune 
In, Drop Out. But where Hux- 
ley had wanted to “turn on the 
Best and the Brightest” Leary 
wanted a popular cultural 
revolution based on LSD. 

Science and psychology 
retreated as acid evangelism 
took over. Huxley died on the 
same day as JFK, except that 
Huxley was administered 
progressive doses of LSD as he 
left this life, and his wife Laura 
was whispering “light and free 
you let go darling, forward and 
up, toward the light” as Huxley 
took his leave. 

Stevens 1 book remains 
celebratory of the LSD promise 
for a little longer yet — he is, 
with reservations, an admirer 
of Leary. Enter the enchanting 
figure ofKen Kesey, the Prank- 
sters and their Kool-Aid Add 
Test. Enter the Grateful Dead, 
and all those sincere or intellec- 
tually adventurous people 
bringing about an acid culture 
alongside the losers and the 
self-indulgent in Frisco. Enter 


the indefatigable Tim Scully, 
who took LSD on to “the next 
step” — the nightmarish STP 
with all the bad trips, the hosp- 
ital waiting rooms and the fall 
from whatever height it was 
that Huxley, Leary and Co. had 
climbed. When the LSD people 
did fall, it wasn't necessarily 
medical — most of them didn’t 
go the slightest bit made — it 
was just that there wasn't 
another Summer of Love there 

to catch them. 

There is no question that 
LSD underwrites the post-war 
American pageant in the same 
way that opium underwrote the 
Romantic rebellion of the 19th 
century. Stevens seems to want 
to suggest an apparent con- 
tradiction; that the uncon- 
trollable must be controlled. 
And this is a book that shows 
how a legitimate, even noble, 
idea went wrong because it did 
not take care.

"YOU are the only man”, 
wrote the Dalai Lama in 1913 
to the British Political Officer, 
Sir Charles Bell, “ who is so well 
acq uain ted with Tibetan affairs 
as to be able to help us in all 
matters of importance. We now 
hear that you are soon leaving 
for England, which, if true, will 
kill Tibet like a man who is 
strangled.” 

On this occasion Bell was 
only going on home leave: his 
extraordinary relationship 
with Tibet and her God-King 
was to flourish until 1921 when 
he retired from political service. 

He had learned to speak 
Tibetan fluently from his 
"incomparable friend” Pal- 
hese, a Tibetan of noble birth. 
The 23th Dalai Lama, leader oF 
a secretive feudal country, 
whose chief aims were the 
maintenance of her religion

and her independence, accep- 
ted him as an adviser and grew 
to love him like a brother. 

With the elegance of a bora 
diplomat, be was able to teach 
His Holiness of world affairs 
and in return to leam a great 
deal about Tibet and her cus- 
toms. Bell's fluency in the lan- 
guage enabled them to dispense 
with an interpreter, and they 
would talk alone for hours and 
correspond in long, courteous 
letters. 

Reincarnation 

Although each Dalai Lama 
is believed to bea reincarnation 
of the first, they vary enor- 
mously. Only the fifth and the 
13th were known as “The 
Great”. This portrait, first 
published in 1946, shows why; 
it reveals a humorous, gentle 


man wielding enormous power 
consdentously and humbly for 
the good of his people and 
Tibetan Buddhism. 

The book is rich with des- 
criptions of the country (the 
highest on earth, and almost 
tree-less), the ceremonies and 
traditions, and the extreme 
cold (enjoyed by Tibetans for 
its ability to clear the mind). 

In Tibet it is punishable to 
criticise the government but 
singing is sacred; so women 
labourers make up songs and 
pass along rumours and gossip 
that way. Referring to the sack- 
ing of a cabinet minister, they 
sang: 

“Though he From Heaven's 
centre be cast down. Grieve 
not, ye turquoise bees!” 

My own grandfather, Lt Col 


War, was one of Bell's succes- 
sors. They both came from that 
great number of sea-green 
incorruptibles who adminis- 
trated India. Bell refers to “his 
genial ldndly disposition” and 
his personal friendliness with 
the Tibetans during their trou- 
bles with China. 

My grandmother was tire 
first Englishwoman to visit 
Lhasa. She told His Holiness of 
Amy Johnson’s record-break- 
ing flight to Australia from 
England. The Dalai Lama pon- 
dered over the story for a few 
seconds, then remarked: “And 
why was she in ahuny?” 

This is a fascinating book 
written by a man no less 
remarkable than his distingui- 
shed subject

A busy 
schedule, worry over health problems ana 
just plain “too much on our minds” can 
contribute to temporary lapses of memory. 
This is perfectly normal and nothing to be 
alarmed about. But if memory loss becomes 
noticeable and troublesome and if (like an 
estimated 3 million to 4 million Americans 
older than 60) you find yourself forgetting 
recent events, it’s time to see your doctor. 

Some of the early signs of true memory 
loss which your doctor will be alert For are 
repeated forgetting of things like keys, glas- 
ses and appointments, retelling stories or 
events in the same conversation, problems 
recalling new names and places, difificulty 
learning new facts or skills and a progressive 
lack of interest in appearance and personal 
hygiene. Your doctor wifi want to know if 
you have trouble getting out words “on the 
lip of your tongue,” if your attention span is 
short and, most importantly, if you often 
forget things which happen day to day. 

The key words to remember are repeated 


and often. Occasional slips are inevitable in 
this hectic world, frequent memory loss is 
not and could signal some physical problem. 
Among the m any possible causes are poor 
nutrition, diabetes, anaemia, thyroid 
problems, depression and medications. 

QUESTION: What is leukaemia? Does 
everyone who gets this disease die? 

ANSWER: Leukaemia is a malignant dis- 
order of the bone marrow, lymph nodes and 
spleen which causes these blood-forming 
tissues to flood the bloodstream with abnor- 
mal and immature blood cells. Unlike nor- 
mal red blood cells (which prevent anaemia) 
and disk-like platelets (which help blood to 
clot), these imma ture cells cannot function 
normally. 

As the disorder goes, normal infection- 
fighting while blood cells are replaced with 
the abnormal ones, leaving the body open to 
a kind of oxygen starvation in the cells 
(anaemia) and bruising and bleeding 
because there aren't enough platelets. 

The two types of leukaemia are lym- 
phocytic, involving the cells of the lymph 
nodes and spleen, and myelocytic, which 
affects the cells formed in the bone marrow. 
It can grow quickly as in childhood leuk- 


aemia or progress more slowly in adulth- 
ood. 

Early signs include easy bruising, bleed- 
ing without dolling, high fever, constant 
weakness or fatigue, hone and joint pain and 
recurring infections. 

Treatment begins in a medical setting 
specialising in leukaemia treatment in order 
to ensure and maintain the patient’s remis- 
sion or arrest of thedisorder. This treatment 
primarily includes chemotherapy — com- 
binations chosen from some 40 drugs which 
act to kill or block the leukaemia cells, as 
well as supportive therapy which shields the 
patient from infections during the course of 
treatment. 

The exact cause of the disease is still 
unknown, but here is the good news. Death 
is no longer inevitable. Great strides have 
been made to ensure long-term survival. 
Bone marrow transplants and blood trans- 
fusions are only two of the approaches res- 
ponsible for statistics showing 60 per cent of 
all young victims thriving five years and 
more after initial diagnosis. Hopefully, your 
loved one may be one of the "good statis- 
tics

SHAW was one of the greatest 
letter-writers in the English lan- 
guage. almost on a level with 
Byron, and here is the final 
volume of the definitive edi- 
tion. Some will judge the edit- 
ing heavy-handed, for Mr 
Laurence, a Canadian tells us 
who Mr Micawber, Disraeli 
and Mrs Simpson were, for 
example. But I often found his 
notes illuminating and he 
knows everything about his 
weird subject. 

Shaw was born during the 
Crimean War, and was already 
70 when this collection of 750 
letters, covering his last quar- 
ters century, begins. They are 
thus the epistles of a Jong 
twilight Not that there is' any 
falling off: one of the most 
brilliant, concerning the 
peculiar money-habits of 
Elgar, was written to Sir John 
Beith when Shaw was 92. 
Moreover, since he had known 
almost everyone, and felt he 
could lay down the law on any- 
thing, there is something in tins 
vast tome for all tastes. Weight 
apart, it is the perfect take- 
away book this summer. 

The least interesting group 
(to my mind) concern spelling, 
punctuation, pronunciation 
and shorthand, on which Shaw 
held well-informed but cranky 
views. (He wrote most of his 
letten in shorthand for his 
secretary to type). Next come 
man y letters dealing with his 
theatre royalties and literary 
copyrights. Like Byron, Shaw 
could make even business let- 
ters compulsively readable, but 
clearly there is a limit to what 
we want to know about his 
dealings with his tiresome Ger- 
man translator. 

Then there is a large group on 
the publication of his corre- 
spondence with Ellen Terry 
and Mrs Patrick Campbell and 
his involvement with the Oscar 
Wilde saga. Again, the appeal is 
limited though for some, no 
doubt, compulsive. They illus- 
trate Shaw’s kindness, gen- 
erosity ( a great feature of this 
book, cheques Hying about in 
all directions) and ms evident 
liking for difficult women. 

These included his wife 
Charlotte, said to have been 
very bad-tempered (she was 
accident-prone and always 
bumping herself). Lady Astor, 
who insisted on washing his 
hair and beard in Lux, and Vir- 
ginia Woolf, with whom he had 
a lovey-dovey exchange - the 
year before her suicide. But. he 
could handle difficult men too: 
his letters to Lord Alfred 
Douglas are among the most 
striking in this collection. 

Naturally the largest bunch 
concern the staging of his plays, 
and here his knowledge, vast 
experience and superb memory 
make incomparable reading. 
As a starter, I recommend the 
reader to turn to page 579, 
where he instructs Robert 
Donat, young but already 
world-famous, on how the star 
of a play should make his first 

appearance: 

Never make your entry into a 
crowd, and form merely one of 
it The star must always be a 
figure apart When you enteric 
the first act, everyone must be 
sitting down. 

There are many such gems 
dotted about. Though vain, 
Shaw was not self-centred and 
he was always thinking about 
the audience: every playwright 
of today, with the exception of 
Tom Stoppard and Harold Pin- 
ter, could benefit from this 
volume, and even they might

leam something. 

On matters he knew about, 
Shaw wrote not only with auth- 
ority but what can only be des- 
cribed as scintillating common- 
sense. There is. for instance, a 
superb letter to Felix Topolski 
on dust-jackets. The artist wan- 
ted to draw Shaw but be vetoed 
it: 

People see the cover of a 
book on a shop counter for 
nothing. It makes no money for 
theauthororpublisher unless it 
tempts people to buy the book. 
A drawing of a ridiculous old 
man may amuse them; but ii 
will not suggest that the book is 
worth reading: on the contrary 
...So draw us something attrac- 
' rive, and keep me out' of it. ~ 
.... Shaw /was particularly : good 
on music, and in this volume he 
dictates to such celebtitids as 
Arthur Bliss. Elgar. Harriet 
Cohen and Adrian Boult. 
There is a magnificent letter (to 
the co-editor of Paderewski's 
memoirs) on the evolution of 
pianistic techniques, and 
another on rare varieties ofVic- 
torian brass-instruments. 

Shaw never hesitated to offer 
advice outside his sphere too — 
often with devastating effect. 
His letter to Kingsley Martin, 
who was wailing despondently 
after the [942 Far East disa- 
sters, is a classic statement of 
how an editor should respond 
to bad news. 

He also instructed Augustus 
John on how to paint a portrait. 
This occurred when Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery, then at the 
height of his fame and due to be 
painted by John, requested that 
Shaw be present to amuse him 
during the sittings. Sbaw 
characteristically obliged, 
commenting to John: “Fancy a 
soldier being intelligent enough 
to want to be painted by yon 


and to talk to me!” At various 
times, Shaw told Keynes about 
economics, Churchill about 
leading the opposition, Nehru 
about running India and the 
BBC about broadcasting (but 
then we all do that). 

All these letters con tain some 
sense, but the quotient is 
smallest when he turns to 
politics, about which he felt 
strongest and though he bad 
the most to teach the worfaL 
Like most intellectuals, be wor- 
shipped power and admired the 

powerful. Hebackcd all the dic- 
tators. lt would be interesting 
to see a performance of Gen- 
eva, in which characters based 
on Hitler, Mussolini and 
Franco make sympathetic 
.-appearances. Unfortvbalely it { 
contains a boonfe- portrait Of a 
■fcw, tend Would probably be • 
regarded as insufferable today. 

References so Jews in these 
tetters lift the lid on a moral 
vacuum in his mind. He wrote 
to Beatrice Webb, a prop os of 
Hitler's persecution: “I think 
we ought to tackle the Jewish 
question by ad m i tt i n g the right 
of states to make eugenic 
experiments by weeding out 
any strains that .they think 
undesirable, but insisting that 
they should do it as humanely 
as they can afford to.” 

He was personally insen- 
sitive too. insisting to an Aus- 
tralian Jewish friend that the. 
Anschluss was just, and boast- 
ing that his Evening Standard 
article saying so — "And so — 
HeO Hitler! by George Bernard 
Shaw” — had been “placar- 
ded” all over London “in the 
biggest capitals.” Hitler was 
Germany’s “greatest states- 
man”. His speech of January 
1939 (one of the most sinister) 
was *a wonderful perfor- 
mance”. As late as October 


1942 Shaw was reading Mem 
Kampf “attentively", teffifig 
Nancy Astor. “IHilkrJ u the 
greatest living Tory ... Yoor 
party should capture him ttd 
keep him as a teacher ' and 
leader white checkmating fate 
phobias.” 

Sha w had no reservations 
about “phobias’ ’when praising 
Statin. There is much material 
here on his notorious visit to 
Russia in 1931 during the 
collectivisation campaign, 
when Stalin was murderingor 
starving to death millions. The 
methods used to hoodwink 
Sbaw and others are descri b ed 
in Robert Conquest's The 
Harvest of S#tow- But as hop 
as 1941, when the' facts were 
- well known* in Bajahtr*S&arw 
stilt insisted fa* tot&nbH.CL 

cottectimation. and its "suc- 
cess”, which “rank (Stalin) as 
(he greatest living statesman. 
He seems to have remained a 
fulsome apologist for Stalin, 
and a Communist (by his own 
definition) until the end. 

Shaw's last years, when the 
death of his wife released him 
into frisky bachelorhood 
again, were mixed. He kept his 
faculties, as these letters show. 
But like other world-famous 
intellectuals — Tolstoy. Sanre. 
Russell, for instance — he 
became the target for vultures. 
These pages make painful read- 
ing and suggest the title for a 
play. The Darkest Days of Ber- 
nard Shaw. Bui it would take 
an Ibsen to write it, for at this 
point in the book the laughs run 
out.

IN THE Thousand and One 
Nights, terror of infidelity led 
King Shahriyar to behead the 
virgins whom he deflowered. 

. Scheherazade's sister kept 
her awake and prompted the 
stories that enchanted the king 
into postponing her execution. 
This image of one sister’s vigil 
allowing life for the other is the 
germ dialogue between Isma 
and Hajila in Assia Djbar’s 
novel. 

Isma was brought up in 
Algeria under a largely French 
system of education. After her 
marriage, she made furtive sor- 
ties into the outside world when 
she discarded the robes which 
protected her modesty. 

Her husband was an 
impotent drunkard but the - 
nevailing social wisdom 
Jamed the wife for any marital 
difficulties. She left, fina choos-

ing a substitute called Hajila. 

Hajila’s background was 
traditional, her marriage 
represented an escape from 
poverty. It did not, however, 
protect her from ill use. In the 
end, Isma offers the key to the 
flat, the means to freedom, to 
her “sister”, lamenting that the 
price of emancipation for the 
few is the suffering and 
immurement of many. The 
struggle for women's, liberty, 
she says, is daily continuing, 
and the hard-won ground 
easily lost 

Nawal El Saadawi, oneof the 
most prominent Arabic writers 
concerned with injustice, and 
with sexual oppression in par- 
ticular, also makes reference to 
The Thousand and One Nights 
for similar reasons. The king is 


persuaded that even locking 
women in boxes will not 
prevent their infidelity. In The 
Fall of the Imam the world is 
governed absolutely by the 
Imam, God's representative on 
earth. All the institutions are 
arranged to enshrine male 
power. The ministers have 
official wives, who are blonde, 
tall and conversant in many 
tongues, and then many mis- 
tresses. There is a house of joy, 
in fact a squalid brolheL Male 
concupiscence is blamed on 
woman's innate sexual incon- 
tinence. 

In this dystopia, agiri lives in 
an orphanage. She is called Bint 
Allah, The Daughter of God. 
Even the Christians, happy to 
believe that God had a son. are 
outraged at this blasphemy. 


In fact, she is the illegitimate 
daughter of -he Imam and 
when she confronts him, the 
self-righteous front of his 
tyrannical views and rulings 
starts to crumble, showing self- 
ish hypocrisy. 

The novel is written as a 
dream-like sequence, with 
events recurring and changing, 
and always returning to the 
central incident of Binl Allah's 
mother being killed in the name 
of religion. It is at times a little 
difficult to follow, but keeps a 
high intensity in savagely 
attacking the brutal dupucity 
of male, religious law. 

.These voices may, in time, 
still the hand of the tyrant as did 
the voice of Scheherazade.

Return of confidence will reactivate trade cycle 


IRAN'S acceptance of UN 
Secunty Council resolution 598 
whKh envisages a settlement in 
its 8-year-old war with Iraq, has 
created a buoyant atmosphere 
among Gulf economists, finan- 
[0 aers and officials about business 

J prospects in their region. 

in one measure or another, 
they saw the possible ending of 
hostilities as creating a wave of 
confidence that would lead to a 
boom in business and trade, a 
return of petrodollar capital to 
the area and a scramble by mul- 
tinational companies for infras- 
tructure contracts. 

“The return of confidence will 
reactivate the trade cycle in the 
short run and prompt hesitant 
private sector and shareholding 
companies to reconsider their 
investment policies and invest 
money in new ventures which 


will become worthwhile in the 
new conditions of stability,” 
ZJad Taqjvhead of the economic 
department atthe National Bank 
of Kuwait, said in an interview 
with the Associated Press. . 

Taqy predicted the emergence 

of “a nch and extensive market” 
in the Gulf particularly if littoral 
states and industrialised coun- 
tries entered into arrangements 
to finance the economic and' 
social infrastructure and 
rehabilitation projects in Iraq 
and Iran. 

"Iraq, Iran, Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait constitute a big rich 
market,” he said. 

“The development projects in 
the area provide a buoyant 
market for foreign' companies, 
particularly contractors,” he 
said. 

Taqy predicted the return of 


regional capital invested in 
industrialised countries once 
peace settled; because "there will 
be adequate investment outlets 
in a stable climate.” 

Kuwait in particular has been 
hard-hit by the war as the hos- 
tilities dragged on. its proximity 
to the warfront, so far the bane of 
Kuwait, could turn into a boon 
for it. 

Being the closest to the two 
belligerents it is expected to strive 
and easily place itself as the stag- 
ing-point for the international 
contractors who will want to 
capitalise on the massive recon- 
struction projects that Iraq and 
Iran should launch. 

Kuwait's flourishing re< xport 
transit trade with Iraq and Iran 
has been reduced to particularly 
nil, as it trial to cope with other 
Gulflittoral states with a region- 


wide recession brought about by 
the war and its offshoots, and the 
simultaneously dropping oil 
prices on world markets. 

Additionally, Kuwait has 
been afflicted by the crash of its 
parallel stock exchange in the 
summer of 1982, and is until now 
trying to settle an outstanding 
S96 billion in post-dated checks. 

Prices 

J assent AJ Saadoun, a promin- 
ent Kuwaiti economist who 
heads Lhe AI Shall Consultancy 
Bureau, said he believed that 
slock prices will rise after the 
cease-fire to a certain level then 
retreat before rising again to new 
levels. "Then they will settle there 
with selective dealings dominat- 
ing the stock market,” he said. 

Share prices have already 
soared over the past three days. 
Brokers were confident that an 


end to the war on Kuwait's door- 
step will bring about an econ- 
omic boom boosted by lhe need 
of Iraq and Iran to depend on 
Kuwaiti capital and entrepren- 
eurs. 

On Tuesday more than 85 
million shares were traded on 
Kuwait's official and parallel 
markets with a value of more 
than KD20 million (S72 million), 
the most in a single day since 
March 1987. 

“The buoyant stock market is 
considered normal in the after- 
math of Iran’s acceptance of 
cease-fire,” said Ibrahim She- 
ba b, manager of Al-Eltehad 
Brokerage Company, “the 
dealers now have conviction 
about stability in Lhe region," he 
said. 

Shehab predicted "an extraor- 
dinary prosperity at the stock 


market after the Muslim fes- 
tivities (starting today). 

The Minister of Slate for 
Services, Issa Al Mazidi, told 
reporters he expected "a sub- 
stantial growth in trade in 
Kuwait and other Gulf states 
when the war comes to an end.” 
He also predicted that shipping 
agencies “will resume their inten- 
sive work in the Gulf when the 
navigation becomes safe." 

The minister considered the 
docking of 14 ships at Kuwait's 
Shuwaikb port on Wednesday 
compared to two or three ships 
daily over the past few years, as a 
signal of the improving naviga- 
tion conditions in the Gulf.

OPEC’s foreign assets total $473b, says study 


MANAMA, July 22, (KUNA): 
OPEC ' countries have 
accumulated foreign assets 
estimated at around $473 billion 
from 1973 to 1987, with the GCC . 
countries alone having accoun- 
ted for around 75 per cent of this 
amount or $355 billion, accord- 
ing to an economic report 
released here. 

The Gulf economic and finan- 
cial report published by the Man- 
ama-based Gulf International 
Bank said Gulf investors have 
been quite active in the inter- 
national markets since the early 
oil-boom years. 

Many high net-worth indivi- 
duals, financial and trading ins- 
titutions as well as government 
bodies have sizeable overseas 
investments ranging from bank 
- deposits and fixed income secu- 
rities to shares, real estate and 
direct investments in businesses 
abroad. 

Slowdown . 

But with the economic slow- 
down of the past few years, the 
outflow of Gulf funds into The

•• 1 The teport' added -that this 
downward trend obscures the 
fact that established investors 
continue to recycle their wealth 
abroad by selling one asset and 
investing in another. 

Besides, investment opportun- 
ities in the domestic markets, 
even though witnessing some 
improvements recently, still lack 
depth and diversity. 

After investing in their own 
business and apart from limited 
outlets available in local stocks 
and traditional real estate chan- 
nels, the opportunities to invest 
within the region remain limited. 


the report said, adding that there 
are still ample surplus funds with 
the region :s private sector seek- 
ing investments abroad. 

The study said there are three 
broad groups of Gulf private 
investors: institutions, the high 
net-worth individuals and the 
less wealthy investors. 

The institutional investors 
include commercial banks, 
investment, finance and 
insurance companies, utilities 
and manufacturing companies 
enjoying substantia] liquidity. 

Income 

These institutions together 
with the high-net worth 
-individuals have been active par- 
ticipants in the international 
markets and have been targe tied 
by the large financial institutions 
worldwide, providing them with 
such services as private banking, 
portfolio management, direct 
investment in businesses abroad, 
real estate and other specific ven- 
tures. 

But a third category of Gulf 
investors, less well known, are 
the high to middle income 
professional and less wealthy 
individuals who are concerned 
with preserving wealth and max- 
imising returns. 

Increasingly looking for alter- 
native investment outlets in the 
Internationa] markets, the finan- 
cial sophistication of this group 
of investors has been on the rise, 
the study noted. 

Not so many years ago, only 
few individuals ventured beyond 
investingin interest bearing bank 
deposits, and many even used to 
keep large sums of money on call 
without accepting interest. 

With changing investment 


goals* various banks have desig- 
ned unit trusts catering for the 
investment needs of the region's 
less wealthy individuals. 

Though each group has dif- 
ferent investment goals and risk 
return profiles, they all share 
many common features, the 
study said, adding that the 
average Gulf investor tends to be 
conservative rather than 
speculative. 

According to the study, the 
Gulf investor feels more comfor- 
table with his money invested in a 
familiar environment, the US 
and Europe being more favoura- 
ble than Japan, and in products 
that he understands, direct in- 
vestment in real estate than 
acquisition of corporate busines- 
ses, precious metals rather than 
commodities and bonds more 
than stocks. 

Gulf investors also have a clear 
preference for anonymity and 
liquidity, reflecting their general 
mercantile attitude towards real- 
ising (|uick profits. 

Besides, they have not been 
sufficiently exposed to equity 
investments in their domestic 
capital markets which are still in 
the early stages of development. 

Approach 

They normally follow a con- 
ventional approach to inter- 
national investments, progress- 
ing from gold and real estate to 
bank deposits and money market 
instruments then to currencies 
and bonds and at a later stage to 
stocks and other equities. 

The report indicated that 
investment in commodities, 
newly developed financial ins- 
truments and other non-conven- 
tional channels are limited to the 


sophisticated minority. 

A main feature of Gulf inves- 
tors has been a strong preference 
for dollar dominated assets. 
During the period 1979-1985, 
when the dollar was riding high 
on the world exchange mrkets. 
the bulk of Gulf overseas invest- 
ment, whether in bonds, stocks, 
bank deposits, asset acquisition 
or real estate, was directed 
mainly to the US. 

However, in the past few years, 
Lhere has been a clear trend to 
diversify towards German, 
Japanese. British and other 
European markets. 

The report said Gulf direct 
investment abroad has tended to 
focus on well established profita- 
ble businesses with known brand 
names that command sizeable 
portion of their home market. 

Investment 

It added that Lhe industries in 
which there has been significant 
Gulf direct investment include 
financial institutions, depart- 
ment stores, luxury goods, -min- 
ing, oil and gas, and transporta- 
tion." 

In the real estate sector. Gulf 
direct investment concentrated 
on hotels, shopping centres, lux- 
ury residential projects and 
major commercial buildings. 

As in the corporate sector, the 
report said, the Arab investor 
opted mostly for prime property 
al the conservative rather than 
the speculative end of the 
market. 

The study said Gulf invest- 
ments in gold and other precious 
metals had dropped considera- 
bly in the last few years reflecting 
an increasing sophistication 
among investors. 


It pointed out that Gulf gold 
bar holdings had dropped by 50 
per cent to 5.5 tons last year 
against 1 1 .7 tons in 1 986. 

The report said with the world 
economy continuing to show 
convincing evidence of haring 
shaken off most, if not all, the 
repercussions of the October 
1 987 stock market crash, the for- 
ward momentum of economic 
activity this year is likely to cany 
on into 1989. 

This is especially true in the US 
where annualised real economic 
growth in first quarter this year 
was a robust 3.6 per cent And 
growth in the remaining pan of 
this year is expected to moderate 
a little bit with an overall growth 
of 3 per cent projected for 1989. 

But the fiim undertone of the 
dollar and the higher US interest 
rates will dampen economic 
prospects in 1989 with an 
average growth of around 2 per 
cent forecast for next year. 

Slow 

Domestic demand growth in 
Europe and Japan is also expec- 
ted to slow somewhat this year, 
with GNP recording growth of 
2.5 per cent and 4.25 per cent, 
respectively. 

Concluding, the study recom- 
mended international diver- 
sification because it dampens 
overall portfolio volatility. Al- 
though individual foreign mark- 
ets may at times be more volatile 
than US markets, the correlation 
between US and foreign markets 
is low as it is between individual 
foreign markets. 

“In an internationally-diver- 
sified portfolio, therefore, trends 
in one market may be offset by 
contrasting trends in another,” 
the study said. 


Booming Maruti foresees European sales 


NEW DELHI, July 22, (Reuter): 
Maruti, India’s newest and most 
successful car company, has 
bright prospects for selling its 
SOOcc sub-compact in East and 
West Europe, Asia and Africa, 
its chairman told reporters. 

Chairman Venkataraman 
Krishnamurty said earlier this 
month that Hungary had taken 
delivery earlier this year of 500 of 
the nippy little runabouts, based 
on a Japanese Suzuki model but 
now 80 per cent Indian-made, 
and was well-satisfied with them. 

Besides small sales in Asia and 
enquiries from Africa, Maruti 
bad received an initial order from 
Malta, signed a letter of intent 
with Yugoslavia and was in 
negotiation with Cze- 
choslovakia and East Germany, 
he said. 

Prospect 

Another bright prospect was 
in France, where a company he 
declined to name was importing 
a few cars for testing for com- 
pliance with European Econ- 
omic Community regulations 
and had signed a letter of intent 
to sell them there. 

Maruti Udyog (Industries) 
Limited has produced 250,000 
cars, light vans and all-purpose 
vehicles in the past four years, 
transforming India’s highly- 
regulated automobile sector, 
hitherto dominated by lumber- 
ing models produced on obsolete 

dies and presses bought from 

Britain and Italy. 

Its success has all but wiped 
out memories of Maniti’s origins 
20 years ago as the brainchild of 
Saniay Gandhi, younger son of 
then Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi. 

Project 

Aiming for an all-Indian car, 
Sanjay bulldozed his project 
through against all opposition 
but failed to produce a singfe 
roadworthy vehicle, and the 
company was wound up even 
before his death in a plane crash 
in 1980. . . 

Tbe government reorganised 
Maruti in 1981, brought in 
Suzuki in a joint venture and the

first car rolled off the line in 
December 1983. 

The company achieved record 
turnover of Rs 8.03 billion ($574 
million) in the year ended March 
31 against Rs 6.62 billion $473 
million) in 1 986-87, and announ- 
ced record pretax profits of Rs 
264 million ($18.9 million) after 
Rsl02 million ($7.3 million) the 
previous year. 

With ihese results, Krish- 
namurty was able to announce to 
its annual meeting the com- 
pany’s first dividend, of five per 
cent 

The 88 million 100-rupee ($7) 
shares are nearly al! owned by the 
government except for Suzuki 
Motor company's 26 per cent 
stake. Suzuki has an option to 
increase the holding to 40 per 
cent and has said it will do so in 
the coming year. 

But Krishnamurty said Suzuki 
had promised to reinvest its 


dividend revenue of Rsl0.2 
million ($730,000) rather than 
repatriating it to Japan. 

Maruti’s output is still small 
by world standards, with sales 
last year of 94,033 vehicles, 
scheduled to rise to 1 05,000 in the 
current year. 

But a 1000-cc three-box 
model, also from a Suzuki 
design, will be added to the range 
in 1990, initially 70 per cent 
Indian-made, and the potential 
for greatly increased sales clearly 
exists. 

In India the basic 800cc model 
sells for Rs 77,000 ($5,5001. of 
which Krishnamurty said 13.000 
($930) was accounted for by 
exrise duty and 1 2,300 ($880) by 
customs duty on the Japanese 
components. 

This leaves a base export price 
of $3,700, making the car an 
attractive proposition against its 
European competitors. 


Foreign 
investment 
shows big rise 

SEOUL, South Korea, July 22, 
(AP): Foreign equity investment 
in South Korea between January 
and June rose to $640 million, up 
51 per cent from S424 million in 
the same six-month period last 
year, the Finance Ministry 
reported today. 

Officials said the wily on an 
approval basis involved 269 
projects. 

The marked rise in foreign 
investment here was attributed 
to the government’s easing of 
controls on foreigners' invest- 
ment and favourable business 
prospects in this country. 

Direct foreign investment in 
the manufacturing sector was lis- 
ted at $306 million. 


Investment 
group seeks 
to take over 
Polaroid Corp. 

BURBANK. Calif., July 22, 
(Reuter): A California invest- 
ment group on Wednesday 
offered to take over Polaroid 
Corp. in a deal worth $2.48 
billion. 

The group said it had acquired 
about eight per cent of the ins- 
lam- photography company and 
wanted to buy the rest. 

Shamrock Holdings Inc. said 
an investment group led by 
Shamrock had acquired 4.93 
million shares ofPolaroid, which 
has been the subject of takeover 
rumours for months. 

The group said it proposed to 
acq uire all Polaroid shares at $40 
each in a negotiated merger. The 
bid would value Polaroid at 
around $2.48 billion. 

Polaroid stock traded today at 
S36, up $2 on the day. 

Shamrock said it was prepared 
to increase its takeover bid if 
Pol aroid co uld show it was worth 
more. 

Polaroid, based in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, said it had no 
comment on Shamrock's pur- 
chase ofPolaroid shares. 

Shamrock Holdings, the 
group that sparked a turnaround 
at Walt Disney Company, is 
headed by Roy Disney, the 
nephew of Walt Disney and vice- 
chairman of the Disney enter- 
tainment conglomerate. 

Shamrock is a family enter- 
prise that Roy Disney founded a 
decade ago. Disney worked for 
his uncle's company for many 
years in various capacities and 
was a major shareholder. He quit 
Disney in disgust in 1984 after 
the company had fallen into 
decline since the founder's death 
in 1966. 

Later, Roy Disney joined with 
the Bass Brothers in installing 
new management headed by 
Mike Eisner that sparked a 
dramatic comeback that 
produced a series of hit films and 
sent Disney company profits 
soaring. 
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Brazil plans to resume 
borrowing in bond markets 

FRANKFURT, West Germany, July 22, (AP): Brazil, the 
developing world's biggest debtor, plans to resmne borrowing is 
the International bond markets, the Brazilian finance minfetw 
said yesterday. The last tune Brazil launched a bond in inter- 
national markets was in 1980. Finance Minister Maflson Ferreira 
da Nobrega told reporters that Brazil was interested primarily in 
testing the West German and Japanese bond markets with a 
modest initial issue next year. The decision to look into bond 
issues comes as possibilities for syndicated loans have become 
limited, he said. Nobrega said Brazil would aim at eventually 
achieving annual borrowings of between SI billion and $2 bflUou 
once the markets gets reacquainted with Brazil as a borrower. 
"We are carrying out sound policies and moving in the right 
direction (that) ... makes sense,” Nobrega said. "If yon do the 
right things, people tend to believe in you.” He said he had 
mentioned the possibility or a boad issue to West German bankers 
in Frankfurt and they agreed with his assessment that bond issues 
were the best way to go in the future. But syndicate managers in 
Frankfurt were privately sceptical. "Looking at BraziTs situa- 
tion at present, they can barely deal with debt that they have,” 
said one syndication expert at a major West German bank. "If 
they get into the bond market, it’s like getting a new credit card 
with a new (credit) limit — they can spend more, but can’t really 
afford it,” said the expert, who spoke ou cooditiou of anonymity. 

India to set up industrial 
technology data bank 

NEW DELHI, July 22, (KUNA): India wiD set np a national 
industrial technology data bank at an estimated cost of Rs 70 
million. The bank wiD collect, ana lyse and disseminate knowledge 
of technical, economic and commercial aspects of specified 
industrial technologies, according to industry ministry sources. 
The project wiD be implemented in a phased manner over a period 
of five years. As part of its efforts to see that tbe country kept pace 
with rapid technologies in developed nations, the government also 
proposes to establish a technology development fund, the soarces 
said. The objective of the proposed fund wiD be commerriafisation 
of technology which has already been developed successfully upto 
laboratory stage in the country. The sources said the other aims 
include sponsoring and funding of specific research and develop- 
ment projects of national or industry-wise importance, provision 
of venture capital for setting up industries on (be basis of 
indigenously developed technology and iqiscaiiiig of technology. 

Contract signed with Amoco 
for offshore exploration 

NEW DELHI, July 22, (AP): Amoco India Petroleum Co^ a 
subsidiary 0 f the American Amoco Oil Corporation, signed a 
contract today allowing it to explore for oQ off India’s eastern 
coast, (hegovernmeotaimowiced. Tbe agreement was the last in a 
series signed with international oil companies since December in 
India's bid to expand exploration in offshore areas. Other 
successful bidders were tbe US-based Chevron and Texaco, with 
a joint bid with International Petroleum Corp. of Canada, BHP 
Petroleum of Australia, and Royal Dutch Shell of the Neth- 
erlands. The contract signed today opens an area of 1 ,500 square 
kilometres (600 square mOes) for exploration by Amoco off the 
coast of Andhra Pradesh. The agreement was signed by Prabir 
Sengupta, joint secretary in the Petroleum Ministry; I.W. 
Herrick, vice-president of Amoco, and P.K. Chandra of Indian- 
raa Oil and Natural Gas Commission- As with the other con- 
tracts, Amoco can cancel (he agreement if no oil is found. If oil is 
discovered, it mist share petroleum with the Indian government 
after recovering exploration and development costs. The value of 
the contracts has not been made public. 

In all, 121,000 square kilometres (48,400 square miles) of 
offshore territory was opened to the foreign companies for 
exploration. India produces about 30 milliou tons of crude oil a 
year. But demand has outpaced production, and Imports are 
averaging at least 17 milfion tons a year. 

Herrington sees more 
Gulf oil if war ends 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22, (Reuter): An end to the Iran-Iraq 
war would mean an additional two to three million barrels of oil a 
day flowing into the world market within a year or two, US 
Energy Secretary John Heningtoo said yesterday. Speaking at a 
uews conference, Herrington said an end to the war would make 
US energy policy an important issue in this year’s presideMial 
campaign. The energy secretary said that both Iran and Iraq have 
huge war debts and, with an end to the fighting, they will step np oil 
production to rebuild their economies. He said both Middle East 
emm tries have only one thing to seO to tbe world — o0. “So you’re 
going to see excess oil production, in my estimation. It may not 
happen in the short run, but you’re going to see it in tbe long run. 
I'm talking one year, two years if the war ends,” Herrington said. 
More ofl in the world market wiD force prices down and pose 
problems for the US oil industry, be said. “It raises the issue of 
energy for this election and it’s going to mean the US government 
in coming years is going to have to deal with the viability of the US 
oil and gas industry on a very critical level,” he said. Herrington 
said the domestic oil industry needs to survive for the good of the 
national security. "It means we’re going to have to look at throgs 
like a return to the depletion allowance, deregulation of natural 
gas, change in the tax code,” he said.

TEHRAN, July 22, (OPECN A): Iran and Romania plan to sign 
a new industrial and commercial co-operation agreement at the 
end of their joint economic commission meeting currently bring 
held in Bucharest. Iran’s oil exports to Romania is among the 
topics on tbe agenda of the meetmg which opened on Monday . The 
accord is expected to be signed try Iranian Minister of Plan and 
Budget Masud Roghani Zaqjant who has already left here for 
Bucharest. Zanjani will also deliver a message from Iranian 
President Ali Khamenei to Romanian President Nicolae 
Ceausescu. 

The Ir anian delegation to the meeting of the commission is led 
by Deputy Minister of Plan and Budget Mefadi Mfrmoezi and 
includes representatives from the ministries of commerce, indus- 
tries, agriculture, foreign affairs, mines and metal ami the central 
bank. Iran and Romania already co-operate in the manufacturing 
of tractors.

Venezuela 
to ask creditor 
banks for 
new money 


CARACAS, Venezuela, July 22. 
(AP): Venezuela plans to ask its 
credit banks for new money this 
month but will not ask to reopen 
negotiations on refinancing its 
foreign debt, government 
officials said yesterday. 

Finance Minister Hector Hur- 
tado told a press conference that 
he and central bank president 
Maurido Garcia Araujo will go 
to Washington and New York 
later this month, and possibly at 
the end of next week, to “initiate 
conversations with private 
banks" for new funds. 

“We are not going to ask them 
to reformulate the refinandng 
accord. We are going to ask them 
to lend us more money," Hur- 
tado said. 

"Venezuela is going to fulfil its 
commitments but they (the 
banks) should understand that 
the fall in oil prices has made that 
difficult,” he said. 

The minister did not specify’ 
what form or how much funding 
Venezuela will seek.

Foreign investors likely to revitalise Turkish market 


Broker predicts 
copper surplus 


: LONDON, July 22. (Reuter): 

•— Increased world copper output 
in 1989 is likely to end a run of 
higher prices which began about 
a year ago, London brokers 
“Shearson Lehman Hutton said 
today. 

<• Shearson's quarterly report 
said production was surging 
ahead. Prices, which earlier hit 
spot highs of 150 US cents per 
pound ((>.45 kg) had not regained 
these levels. 

Shearson said the current 
year's surplus would be 65,000 
tonnes, against a previous 
estimate of 130.000 and com- 
pared with a deficit last year of 
just over 300,000 tonnes. 

In 1989, production would 
continue to surge but demand 
would remain static, resulting in 
a 430,000-tonne surplus. 


ANKARA, July 22, (Reuter): 
Turkey's move to allow foreign 
investors to deal in domestic 
shares is likely to revitalise the 
fledgling Istanbul Stock 
Exchange and help the govern- 
ment's privatisation pro- 
gramme. officials and brokers 
said. 

“It is too early to tell what the 
efTectwill be, but in the long run it 
should be helpful.” said Niko 
Maksimyadis, managing direc- 
tor of brokersTurkinvesl. 

The government said on Wed- 
nesday foreign investors were all- 
owed. with immediate effect, to 
buy shares on the exchange and 
repatriate profits. 

"I think many people will 
come into the market for a trial 
period," Maksimyadis. who had 
his first overseas inquiry soon 
after the announcement, told 
Reuters. 

"The only question is one of 
capital gains fax. That pan is 
very vague." he said. 

Risks 

Broker Naim Alpar also war- 
ned of risks. 

"If foreign investors take 
profits and dividends abroad, the 
Turkish economy may be adver- 
sely affected. Also, they may take 
over the market and* this may 
cause domestic investors to with- 
draw.” he said. 

A senior exchange official, 
who asked not to be named, said: 
"The new announcement will 
have a positive effect on the 


market. It will cause prices to 
rise.** 

"This is something the govern- 
ment has been working on for the 
past two years. The government 
will not back down or give con- 
cessions on the rules," the official 
added. 

Move 

He said the move should also 
help the government’s delayed 
privatisation programme. 

The exchange opened in 1986 
and looked set fair in August 
1987 when the index (1 00 at Jan- 
uary 1986) rose to 1.149. But it 
has "been in decline since, mainly 
because of tight monetary 
policies adopted in February. It 
ended last week at 45 1.74. 

Trading volume is currently at 
a low ebb. averaging about 1.4 
billion lira ($4.2 million) a week 
last August. 

“Until now the exchange's 
potential ... was at an insufficient 
volume. But when foreign 
demands come in. the market 
will gain an international charac- 
ter. This will cause prices to go 
up," the exchange official said. 

Many big issues are from 
family-owned firms nervous of 
public holdings. Generally, they 
do not place more than 20 per 
cent oF their shares on the 
market. 

This caution stems from a long 
tradition of family ownership 
and secrecy, while the public 
remembers crashes in unlicensed 
market dealings in 1982 and 1983 


when some of them lost life sav- 
ings. 

Revitalisation of the exchange 
is likely to give fr rsh impetus to 
the govemn.'/u’s privatisation 
programme. 

The first long-delayed flota- 
tion. with 22 per cent of the 
profitable leleias telecommun- 
ications company for sale, was 
launched on February 29. three 
weeks after the market was hit by 
hard monetary measures to bol- 
ster Turkey's ailing economy. 

The next sale to the public, of 
five state-owned cement fac- 
tories. was postponed from June 
lo September. 

“We are expecting foreign 
investors to take a larger share in 
the Turkish market," the 
exchange official said. 

“This move will also 


encourage the privatisation 
programme. Because stock 
market inactivity has forced the 
privatisation activities into 
doubt and discouraged it.” he 
added. 

Brokers said they expected 
foreigners to go for shares in 
firms which have sound and 
established track records. 

Wednesday's mo ve to open up 
the market to foreign investors, 
announced in the official gazette, 
said profits, dividends or interest 
could be used to buy new shares 
on the market, but funds could 
also be transferred abroad. 

Foreign investors owning 
Turkish stocks will have to regi- 
ster with the state planning 
organisation if they want to 
attend board meetings or par- 
ticipate in companies''aciiviiies.

Chancellor rules out credit controls to curb spending spree 


Thatcher backs Lawson’s economic policy 


LONDON, July 22, (Reuter): 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher backed the economic 
policies of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson on 
Thursday, seeking to end 
speculation Lhat they are at odds 
over how to handle the economy. 

Thatcher told Parliament, "I 
congratulate the Chancellor for 
his excellent policies,” and later 
described Lawson as brilliant at a 
private meeting of Conservative 
parliamentarians. 

Return 

At the same lime Lawson gave 
a keynote address saying rapid 
adjustment of interest rates was 
the best weapon to fight infla- 
tion. 

Neither mentioned Sir Alan 
Walters, a personal economic 
adviser to Thatcher from 1 98 1 lo 
1983 who is due to return to the 
Pri me Minister's office next year,. 

News of Wallers’ return and 
the fact that he gave several 
interviews from Washington this 
week criticising Lawson's policy 
of trying to keep the pound ster- 
ling stable on foreign exchange 


markets fuelled speculation of a 
rift between Thatcher and the 
Chancellor. 

Lawson told the Institute of 
Economic AfTairs: “Provided the 
firm financial framework is in 
place, a period of private sector- 
induced current account deficit 
should give no cause for concern, 
particularly given our exception- 
ally high level of new overseas 
assets.” 

Britain, in May recorded its 
worst-ever current account 
deficit of £1 .2 billion ($2 billion), 
taking the cumulative gap for the 
first five months this year to £4.7 
billion ($8 billion). 

The current account deficit for 
1987 was £1.7 billion ($2.9 
billion). 


Rates 


“No doubt a part of the deficit 
reflects the fact that the British 
economy is growing a little too 
Fast, above its sustainable rate, 
and will have to slow down. And 
as it does. Lhe deficit will dimin- 
ish," Lawson said. 

Lawson defended his tactics 
on interest rates. 


In March he cut rates to a 10- 
year low of 7.5 per cent to try to 
drive speculative money out of 
the pound sterling and halt a 
surge in value. But they have 
'since been increased to 10.5 per 
cent as Fears over inflation have 
started to surface. 

“Short term interest rates are 
of course the market route to the 
defeat of inflation,” Lawson 
said. 

Lawson ruled out direct credit 
controls to curb a spending spree 
which has helped push up infla- 
tion to 4.6 percent. 

He also madeclear he aimed to 
cut taxes even further — a move 
some financial analysts fear will 
further fuel inflation. 

Thatcher told the parliamen- 
tarians that Lawson's last budget 
was “quite the most brilliant we 
have seen, brilliant in concept 
brilliant in drafting, and brilliant 
in delivery.” 

Her endorsement of Lawson 
came two days after he received 
strong backing from parliamen- 
tary backbenchers and was 
aimed at stemming rumours that 
he is thinking ofquitting his post.

WASHINGTON, July 22, (A Py. 
US consumer prices climbed a 
modest 0.3 per cent in June, with 
declines in gasoline and clothing 
costs nearly offsetting a sharp 
increasein food prices, thegow- 
nment said today. 

The overall June increase, 
which matched the rise for May. 
would amount to an annual 
inflation rate of 4.2 per cent if 
prices climbed at the same pace 
for 12 straight months, the 
Labour Department said. 

Grocery store prices rose a 
sharp 0.7 per cent, but there 
seemed to be little effect from the 
summer's drought other than the 
huge 5.4 per cent in poultry egg 
prices and the even steeper 6.6 
per cent gain in egg costs.

The government's monthly 
inflation reports are attracting 
growing attention as the finan- 
cial markets worry' about the 
impact of rasing prices on the 
strength of the economy.

inflation outside the food and 
energy categories.

It gave 
no venue for the meeting. 

The committee, which groups 
Nigeria, Saudi Arabia, Indon- 
esia, Venezuela and Algeria, can 
call for a full emergency meeting 
of the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC)ifit 
considers it necessary. 


Japanese cities try expos to boost their economies 


GIFU, Japan. July 22. (Reuter): 
Provincial Japanese cities are 
jumping at a new idea to boost 
their economies — expositions. 

Six cities held expos of various 
kinds last year lo help attract 
national attention, business and 
/■/tourists. This year, the number is 
tip to I6and at least 10 have been 
already announced for next year. 

Exposition 

The themes of these exposi- 
tions — some might say excuses 
— vary widely, from flowers and 
' food to toys and oulerspace, and 
so does their scale. 

• But a total of some 70 million 
people are expected to visit these 
-■expositions in 1988 and 1989, 
equivalent to nearly two-thirds 
of Japan’s population. 

Gifu, a medium-sized city of 
400,000 people in Central Japan, 


has joined in the exposition trail 
with Future Watch '88, which 
opened on July 8. 

"One of lhe main reasons for 
staging ibis exposition is to 
invigorate Gifu and create a new 
image for Gifu." said local 
official Takemasa Obata. who is 
on the expo’s 1 planning commit- 
tee. 

“The aim is to make the city 
more widely known to the rest of 
Japan and to the world," he 
added.

by local government 
ness organisations, and officials 
expect a turnoul of up lo three 
million visitors for the 73-day 
event. 

Gifu has little to recommend it 
from a tourisL point of viqw feui 


the organisers are trying to make 
the most of the historical sites 
and hi-tech factories in the 
surrounding districts. 

“By spending a lot of money 
on the exposition, economic 
activities will be activated and 
people’s cultural life will be 
enlivened," he said. 

Image 

An estimated 50 billion yen 
($376 million) is being spent in 
connection with the exposition, 
centred on a huge lot on the city's 
outskirts Lhat used to contain a 
baseball park and athletics 
facilities. The expected return far 
exceeds Lhat amount. 

“All in all, we estimate the 
event will produce an economic 
ripple effect equal to an invest- 
ment of some 200 billion yen 
($1.5 billion),” said expo official 
Tatsuo Hashizume. “We expect 


the event will invigorate Gifu 
people's thinkingand activities. ” 

The expo’s theme — future 
watch — was chosen because 
Gifu wants to give itself a more 
modem image, said Hany HiU, 
adviser to the committee on 
international relations. 

The exposition features a life- 
sire model of the US space shut- 
tle and exhibits which stress 
advanced electronics. 

Saitama Prefecture, north of 
Tokyo, staged ‘*'88 Saitama 
Expo” from March 1 9 to May 29 
this year, attracting 2.5 million 
visitors and a surplus of some 200 ■ 
to 300 million yen ($1.5 to 22 
million). 

“We believe we have attained, 
to some extent, our objectives of 
invigorating the less-developed 
northern part of our prefecture, 
fostering a feeling of solidarity 


between Sai lama's north and 
south, and publicising its new 
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image," said Moriypshi Suda of 
Sai lama's exposition promotion ■ 
office. 

The port city of Yokohama, 
dose to Tokyo, is to stage "Yok- 
ohama exotic showcase (YES 
’39)” from March to October 
next yea r. Organisers estimate 
12.5 million people will visit it. 

Masatoshi Mizutani. of the 
Yokohama Expo Association, 
said the event, to be staged ir a 
new water-front district, is desig- 
ned to encourage the develop- 
ment of the area into an “inten- 
sive information town.” 

Organisers have ihcir financial 
sights set high- They expect Yok- 
ohama’s businesses to benefit 
from the exposition to the tune of 
more than 1,000 billion yen ($7.5 
billion). 


Timber industry approves 
environment plan for Amazon 


RIO DE JANEIRO. July 22. 
(AP): Conservation groups 
applauded a decision last week 
by the international timber 
industry to promote environ- 
ment-conscious logging in the 
Amazon jungle, the world's lar- 
gest tropical rainForest- 
The US-based World Wildlife 
Fund said the decision — the first 
of its kind by the industry — 
could slow destruction of the 
Amazon rainforest, a key 
regula tor of the world's weather. 

The International Tropical 
Timber Organisation, an 
assodation of 42 producing and 
consuming countries, approved 
a 54 million logging and con- 
servation project in the remote 
jungle state of Acre, on Brazil's 
bolder with Bolivia 2.800 miles 
(4.500 kilometres) northwest of 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Project 

The project calls for 
“integrated” development of 
jungle products - - such as Brazil 
nuts, rubber and timber — rather 
than simply cutting down trees 
and leaving Ehe land fallow. 

Loggers also are to consult 
with environmental groups, 
government agencies, native 
Indians and local workers to plan 
long-term development that 
preserves the rainforest. 

“This was the big one. We 
hope the Acre project can serve 
as a model not just for the rest of 
the Amazon but for ail tropical 
forests,” Adam Markham, press 
spokesman for the World Wikf- 
hfe Fund, told the AP at the end 1 
of a 10-day meeting of the timber 
organisation. 

The organisation's members 
control 95 per cent of the world’s 
$5.6 billion tropical timbertrade. 
The mahogany-rich Amazon is 
seen as the next great source of 
hardwood, as the trade shifts 
from the shrinking forests of 
Africa and southeast Asia. 

But conservationists are 
worried about the effect on the 
climate of uncontrolled logging 
m die Amazon basin, a 2 million 
square-mile (5.2 million square- 
kilometre) region — as large as 


Europe — that covers parts of 
seven South American countries 
and contains one-third of the 
world's rainforest. 

Already the Amazon forest is 
disappearing at the rate of some 
27 million acres (I f million hec- 
tares) a year, mostly at the hands 
of small farmers and ranchers 
who cut and burn the trees, 
Markham said. 

“The rainforest is a gaseous 
sink for carbon dioxide. The 
trees soak ft up. If we cut them 
down, there’s no way to get rid of 
the gas. And that contributes to 
the greenhouse effect.” he said. 


The greenhouse effect t* a 
gradual wanning of the earth's 
surface because of carbon diox- 
ide in the atmosphere that traps 
the sun's heal, like u greenhouse. 

“We know the Amazon will be 
used. It's too big a resource not to 
be used. Bui we think its better if 
lhat happens under (he auspices 
of the ITTO” Markham said. 

The Acre project, which win 
about $3 million from *he 
Brazilian government and the 
rest from the timber organisa- 
tion. is the largest approved since 
the organisation was founded in 
1986.

Everett was timed at 43.98 
seconds, the fourth fastest time 
ever with Steve Lewis third in

In the 200 metres upset, 
DeLoach surged ahead of 
quadruple Olympic gold medall- 
ist Carl Lewis in the final 35 
metres to upset his famed train- 
ing partner with a time of 19.96 
seconds. 

Qualified 

Lewis was second in 20.01 
seconds, and Roy Martin also 
qualified by taking third in 20.05 
seconds. 

"I went out too hard,” said 
Lewis, after losing his first 200 
metres for more than two years. 

“Coming off the curve I told 
myself that I was going to ran 
19.6 secondsfa world record) or I . 
was going to die. 

"It was the latter.” 

Lewis still has the opportunity 
to compete at Seoul jn the same 
four events he won in the 1984 
Olympics — the 100 metres. 200 
metres, long jump and 4x100 
metres relay. 

He said, however, he had not 
yet decided whether he would run 
the200becauseofthescheduleat 
Seoul that separates the second 
round of the 200 metres from the 
long jump final by only an hour.

Reyn- 
olds made himself the leading 
candidate for the gold at Seoul 
with his victory. 

“I think 42 (seconds) is in 
reach,” said Reynolds, who 
plans to run 400 metres races in 
Zurich, Brussels, and Cologne 
before beginning his final Olym- 
pic preparations. 

Mary Decker Slaney, mean- 
. while, continued her bid for a 
second spot on the US team by 
running the fastest time in 
qualifying for the women's 1,500 
metres — four minutes 11.99 
seconds.

Bin Sulayem drops out of Morocco rally

AT TH E end of the firsL leg of the 
Marlboro Rallye du Maroc on 
Thursday. Moroccan driver Paul 
Descamps had taken a narrow 
lead over fellow countryman P. 
Borne. Both men were driving 
Group B Opel Manta 400s, and 
these specialist rally cars were 
proving their sLurdiness in this 
African championship round, 
which is making a bid for World 
Championship status. 

Middle East champion 
Mohammed Bin Sulayem. top 
seed for the event, was forced out 
of the rally close to the end of the 
leg, when a series of problems 
culminated in a blown engine. At 
the time the Dubian and his co- 
driver Ronan Morgan, had made 
up lime lost during earlier set- 
backs, and were just one minute 
behind the leader, confident that 
they could take the lead on the 
final 32km stage of the leg. 

Considered 

The rally had started well for 
Sulayem. On the first com- 
petitive stage in Casablanca, he 
was just two seconds behind the 
man who was considered to be 
his only rival in this event. Flory 
Roolhaen. the Group B Belgian 
champion, driving a Nissan 
Silvia SX. 

Other drivers were not so 
lucky. The stage had been dev- 
ised as a spectator and television 
section, a fast, winding tarmac 
timed stage. On the last bend 
Italian driver Antonio Farina 
put his Audi Qua tiro ofT the 
road, breaking a differential.

Ponnelle rolled his Cilreon Visa 
on the same bend, losing his win- 
dscreen. 

Sulayem hit problems on the 
76.65 “selective" stage from Sidi 
Belt ache to Sidi Sbaa. The two 
front struts exploded, breaking 
the roll cage. Despite having to 
drive the Marlboro Ford Sierra 
RS Cosworlh a further 20 kms or 
so. Sulayem and Morgan com- 
pleted the stage in a respectable 
time. "We dropped two minutes 
to the quickest time.” explained 
Morgan. “We thought we'd lost 
six or seven minutes, but wc 
hadn’t.” During the ensuing 
repairs and service, the engine 
took a full gallon (approx 4.5 
litres) of oil. 

“We had problems with lhe oil 
pressure from the start.” said a 
disconsolate Bin Sulayem. “The 
oil pressure warning lamp was 
coming on whenever we look a 
right hand bend. On left hand 
bends there was no problem.” 


Then, in the middle of the Sidi 
Bou Othmaoe section, the penul- 
timate competitive stage of the 
leg. the cam rod came adrift and 
punched a hole in the cylinder 
block. 

“Descamps was leading us by 
a minute at that point.” 
explained Morgan. He took a 
two minute lead on the third 
stage, but we'd made a minute on 
him on the previous 34km stage. I 
was sure that we would be able to 
take him in the dark — Moham- 
med's very good in the dark. We 
would have tied, at the end of the 
leg, and according to the organ- 
isers' tie rules, we would have 
been first out the next morning.” 

The Marlboro team, headed 
by team manager Bob 
Freeborough, had adopted a 
cautious boost to the four-day 
event, and the turbo boost had 
been set at its lowest ever con- 
figuration. Sulayem and Morgan 
had put in more practice than 


anybody else, docking as much 
as 21 hours of non-stop practis- 
ingin preparation for the rally, in 
which Sulayem took second 
place last year. 

The team'sall-out effort lo win 
saw Ronan Morgan driving a 
group N 4x4 Sierra with safari 
suspension out to Morocco for 
practice. However they had to 
abandon this car when they bent 
a strut during their practice ses- 
sion. 

In terms of the type of rally, 
Sulayem should not have been at 
any disadvantage in this event. It 
is very rough and fast, and not 
dissimilar to Middle East events 
like Oman. 

Everyone around Sulayem 
was extremely disappointed. The 
events for Sulavem's 1988 
European and African 
programme were chosen to give 
him both the opportunity to 
extend his experience through 
participating in the World 
Championship Acropolis Rally, 
and to consobdate on last year's 
spate of good results in Turkey, 
Morocco and Belgium. 

Despite his otherwise excellent 
finishing record, Sulayem was 
forced out of the Acropolis 
Rally, and took a commendable 
second place in the Gunaydin 
Rally in T urkey last month. 

Sulayem was definitely tipped 
to win here, and the only unkn- 
own factor was how well the car 
would perform. His two 
retirements this season were in 
no way as a result of any failing 
on the part ofhimself or his team. 
“The engine which blew was a 
brand new engine, only fitted on 
Sunday. “It’s just bad luck.” said 
Freeborough. 


Navigator Morgan and 
Sulayem decided to help out the 
Belgian team of Flory Rooth- 
aeru who competed against them 
in the Acropolis Rally in April. 
They passed their pace notes to 
the Belgian team giving a truly 
international flavour to that 
team's bid to gain the lead: the 
rally then had two Belgians in a 
Japanese car. reading pace notes 
called by an Arab and trans- 
cribed by an Irishman. 

Problems 

Roothaert was expected to be 
able to make up some of his time 
deficit, so long as heencountered 
no more problems. On stage 
three be had suffered a puncture, 
paused to change iL and then a 
little further on had sustained a 
second, but now, having no 
spares was forced to drive to the 
end of the stage, a distance of 
about 20 km. He had missed his 
rendezvous with his service team 
on the approach to the last com- 
petitive section, and was unable 
to fit adequate lights, and ended 
up getting lost. 

Only 18 drivers made it to the 
end of the first leg, and the toll 
was expected to remain high, 
particularly as the second leg 
holds the stage which Sulayem 
had described as the lousiest be 
had ever driven. Only a handful 
of finishers are expected to make 
it to the end of the event.
